Mr. Geo. Kennan, of Washington, D. C., having ques- 
tioned the accuracy of Lieut. Schwatka’s records of tempe- 
rature in the Arctic regions, a correspondent of the New 
York Herald, in reply, calls attention to the fact that Mr. 
Kennan himself, October 6, 1880, said, in an interview: 
** Seventy-one degrees below zero, wlich is Lieutenant 
Schwatka’s lowest observation, is not especially remarkable. 
There are officially recorded observations of —76 degrees at 
Yakoutsk, in Northeastern Asia, and records of —70 degrees 
are comparatively common in various parts of the Arctic re- 
gions. We experienced a temperature of —68}¢ degrees on 
the plains between the Okhotsk Sea and the Anadyr River in 
1866.” Again, on October 12, 1880, he said that ‘the cli- 
mate of Northeastern Asia, although severe, is not so cold as 
that of the region recently explored by Lieut. Schwatka.” 
The Herald writer also says: Schwatka’s party reports the 
mean temperature for December, 1879, at —50.4 Fahrenheit, 
the lowest —69 and the highest —26 degrees. On December 
23 the temperature at Pembina was —35 and at Fort Garry 
—30. On the 24th at St. Vincent's it was —58, at Crookston

Colonel Otis is reported as say- 
ing: “I think that the school will be reopened about the 
20th. There are thirty-five officers detailed for the school, 
and the school will begin as soon as they all arrive. The 
officers’ quarters contain twenty rooms, but we may have to 
double up a little during the winter. The east wing of the 
new building will have an apartment for band headquarters, 
while the remainder will be for the troops. The troops, who 
are now quartered nthe barn, will be quartered in the east 
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wing. We hope to have a post library with several thousand 
volumes. Oar library will be located in the central part of 
the new building, after it is completed, that is, the central 
portion of this building. It is the work of years to build up 
a good library that will be useful to the military. The main 
portion of the new building will not be completed before 
next spring. The honrs of training will be from 10 to 11 in 
the morning and 2 to 8 o'clock in the afternoon. There is a 
school for enlisted men; also one for the children of en- 
listed men, all governed by the samerules. Sometimes the 
men want to attend school, and sometimes not. If there is 
a theatre in town they will not go to school.” To the ques- 
tion “‘ What kind of drills will you have for the present?” 
he answered : ‘‘Company drills for the time only. There 
are a number of men at work on the hill back of a barn, 
taking away the accumulation of years and grading the 
hill down. That is good practice.”

Tue Army has gained a very influential friend in the elec- 
tion of General Joseph W. Keifer to the speakership of the 
House of Representatives. Born in 1836, he began the study 
of law in 1856—admitted to the bar in 1858. In 1861 he 
enlisted in the Union Army and was commissioned major of 
the 3d Ohio Volunteers; appointed in 1862 colonel of the 
110th Ohio; was severely wounded at the Wilderness, and 
brevetted brigadier and major-general. He was wounded 
four times during the war, and after a service of four years 
and two months he was mustered out. In the reorganiza- 
tion he was appointed lieut.-colonel of the 26th U. 8. Infan- 
try, but declined, to resume his legal practice at Springfield. 
He was elected to the Ohio State Senate in 1868, and to the 
45th Congress as a Republican, since which time he has been 
continuously in the House of Reps. Since 1872 he has been 
Vice Commander-in-chief of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, a trustee of Antioch College since 1873, and one of the 
trustees of the Soldiera’ and Sailors’ Orphans’ Home of Ohio. 

Tue San Francisco Daily Report, of Dec. 3, has the fol- 
lowing Navy items: Surgeon Henry Stuart, U. 8.

His leave of absence 
has been extended. The Lieutenant is just convalescent of 
yellow fever, during which illness he lost fifty-two pounds. 

A MEETING of the Royal Geographical Society was held at 
the London University Dec. 12, Sir Henry Rawlinson in the 
chair, the object being to urge that assistance should be 
given to the Zira and Jeinnette, which are supposed to be in 
peril in the Arctic regions, the Zira being a vessel belonging 
to a private explorer, Mr. Leigh Smith. Mr. C. R. Mark- 
ham, C. B., who read a paper on the search for the Jeannette, 
spoke in very complimentary terms of the work of our offi- 
cers in the Rodgers. Speaking of their exploration of 
Wrangell Island he said: ‘It will be the universal opinion 
among geographers that Lieut. Berry and the officers and 
crew of the Rodgers have done admirable service to our 
science. While conducting this important search they uever 
for a moment lost sight of the humane mission on which 
they were engaged ; but in the course of its execution they 
have solved a long doubtful geographical problem, have ex- 
amined the position of ice in a previously unvistted region 
and made careful lani and hydrographic surveys of great 
value. We may well congratulate our brother geographers 
of the United States on these achievements of their gallant 
countrymen.” Speaking of the interest felt in England in 
regard to the fate of the Jeannette, Mr. Markham said: 
“The debt of gratitude which we owe to the nation which 
sent the & and Ad to search for Franklin can 
never be forgotten by England.” Lieut. Howgaard, of the 
royal Danish navy, next read a paper on his intended ex- 
plorations. He expressed the opinion that the Jeannette 
was to be sought for in the western part of the Siberian 
polar sea. Other speakers followed in support of the pur- 
pose of the meeting, which was closed by the President with 
the announcement that a deputation would wait on the 
Government to urge relief measures for the imperilled ex- 
peditions. ‘‘As for the Jeannetie,” says the London Times, 











‘*we are less inclined to be hopeful for its safety than for 
that of the Zira. While we would be far from discouraging 
the application which the Colonial Office is said to be making 
to the Hudson’s Bay Company to prosecute inquiries as to 
the white men seen by the Esquimaux near the Mackenzie 
river, there is only too much reason to fear that the Jeannette 
with its brave crew must be added to the vessels which have 
perished in those perilous regions. Whether the Jeannette 
has become ice-bound and its crew bas succumbed to the 
hardships of a Polar winter, whether it has gone down 
before an iceberg, or been nipped between colliding ice-floes» 
will perhaps never be known. Mr. J. Gordon Bennett is 
characteristically sanguine enough to believe not only that 
his vessel is safe, but that it bas sailed right to the Pole, 
whence it will reappear with the great riddle solved. We 
must confess to a greater anxiety for the lives of those con- 
cerned than for such a solution, which could only end in 
demonstrating that the North Pole does not perceptibly 
differ from any other square yard or square mile within its 
neighborhood. To dissuade Arctic navigators, however, 
from their{fascinating pursuit would be a thankless task ; 
and it is more pertinent to recogaize their earnestness and 
efforts.” 

On Jefferson Davis's arrival at New York, last week, a 
Herald reporter visited him, and, after observing that his 
nose was ‘sternly chiselled,” and that his daughter was 
‘* willowy,” proceeded to put a few questions. The first, it 
appears, Mr. Davis answered in a “slow, stately method of 
speech;” to the second he responded “ rather briskly:” the 
third he met with ‘‘a pained expression ;” the fourth he re- 
plied to “‘ jocularly,” and even with “a grin;” at the fifth he 
laughed; the sixth he treated ‘‘sententiously” and the sev- 
enth ‘‘ with sudden warmth ;’ while his answer to the eighth, 
it appears, “had a ring of thorough dignity in it,” for, 
“drawing himself up to his full height,” and saying, ‘I 
never allow any man to pump me,” he turned on his heel and 
walked off. 

Pror. John Forsyth, D.D., LL.D., Chaplain and Professor 
of Ethics and Law at the Military Academy, West Point, for 
the past ten years, was placed upon the retired list this week. 
He was achaplain in the 19th New York Volunteers in the 
early part of the war, and received his appointment in the 
Regular Army July 28, 1871. He carries with him to his re- 
tirement the good wishes of all with whom he has been asso- 
ciated during his ten years’ service at the Academy.

Convict Lefroy, lately executed in England for the mur- 
der of Mr. Goold in a railway carriage, according to his elder 
sister’s account, is the son of the late Staff Commander 
Mapleton, R. N., who, at the time of his marriage in 1843, 
held the rank of a master in the English navy, subsequently 
being promoted to staff commander. He held the appoint- 
ment of summary judge at St. Helena, but in 1860 was called 
upon to resign in consequence of mental incapacity, and died 
two years ago, at the age of 74.

EDWARD E. PREBLE. 


LIEUTENANT CoMMANDER Epwanrp E. Presue, who died in 
Portland on the 28th of November, was the last male de- 
scendant bearing the name of Commodore Edward Preble. 
For four generations this family has been distinguished in 
the service of the country. The great-grandfather was with 
Wolfe on the plains of Abraham, and near that hero when 
he fell. The great-grandson was with Winslow when he 
sunk the Alabama, and sailed the Kearsarge in the fight. 
Their bistory is part of the history of their country since 
1748, when Jedediah Preble first came from York, in Maine, 
to Falmouth, now Portland. He served in the Indian 
and French wars with much distinction, rising from a captain 
to a brigadier general, was twice wounded, and noted for 
energy. daring and ability. At the opening of the Revola- 
tion his vapacity and experience Jed to his appointment as 
brigadier general, and in 1775 he was appointed a major gen- 
eral by Congress. These appointments he was obliged to de- 
cline on account of the infirmities caused by age, by wounds, 
and by much exposure. Nevertheless, he was for 13 years 
a member of the Legislature, a member of the Governor’s 
Council), the first Senator from Cumberland county, and a 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas. He lost a large for- 
tune by the bombardment and destruction of Portland by the 
British fleet under Mowatt. Of the children of Brigadier 
Preble, as he was universally known, the most distinguished 
was Commodore Edward Preble, of the U. 8. Navy. At the 
age of sixteen he enlisted on a privateer, and served through 
an arduous and stormy voyage. In 1779 he was a midship- 
man on the Protector, and took part in the fight with the 
Admiral Duff, of 26 guns, which was captured. The follow- 
ing year he was captured, and was a prisoner on board the 
prison ship Jersey, where so many Americau prisoners per- 
ished. In 1781 he was exchanged, and made a first lieuten- 
ant of the ship Winthrop, and on this cruise performed a 
gallant exploit in cutting out an American vessel from under 
the guns of a British fort, a deed which gained for him the 
reputation of undaunted courage and great presence of mind. 
At the close'of the Revolution he retired from the service 
only to re-enter the Navy in 1799, when the nation was 
threatened with trouble from France. He was the second 
on the list of five lieutenants in the Navy provided by Con- 
gress. He first commanded the Pickering in a cruise among 
the West Indies to protect our commerce against French 
cruisers. In June of the same year he was commissioned a 
captain, and put in command of the frigate Essex, which he 
sailed to the t Indies to convoy home a fleet of American 


the reduction of the Navy soon afterwards, Preble was one 
of the nine captains who was retained in the service. 

In 1803 Preble was put in command of the squadron 
designed to act against the Barbary States, which had been 
making war upon our commerce. Two squadrons had 
already been sent against these powers without success. 
The third, with a less number of guns than the former 
squadron, was Preble’s command. Preble first overawed 

orecco, which was preparing to depredate on American 

ships, and then proceeded to blockade Tripoli. These 
piratical African powers had compelled the governments of 
Europe to pay large tributes to protect their commerce. It 
was the glory of Preble that he ‘‘ bad an aversion to the 
payment of a ransom.” The year was unusually stormy in 
the Mediterranean. Lord Nelson said that its nature seemed 
altered that winter. But difficulties seemed to stimulate 
Preble to greater boldness, energy, and resources in hi 
endeavors to humble the piratical despot enthroned at 
Tripoli. Although his best ship under Bainbridge was lost 
by getting aground under the guns of the litans, he 
borrowed some small vessels from the King of Naples, and 
with others he had taken from the enemy he began opera- 
tions. Five times he attacked and bombarded Tripoli, and 
though peace was not concluded till the arrival of Barron bis 
senior, with another fleet from the United States, yet Preble’s 
repeated attacks had so frightened the Bashaw of Tripoli 
that an honorable peace resulted from his bold operation’. 
The Earopean Powers on the Mediterranean all testified in 
the highest praise to his deeds, and the Pope declared “ that 
the American commander with a small force and in a short 
time had done more for the cause of Christianity thau the 
most powerful nations of Christendom have done for ages.” 
Preble was born for a naval commander. To a noble 
presence, a comprehensive mind, great diligence, prudence, 
and perseverance, he united the boldest measures of execu- 
tion, powers of prompt decision, and a total insensibility to 
fear. Neither pains nor sickness could overcome his energy 
and he left an example of zeal, capacity, courage, and di 
cipline which made him one of the great characters in the 
Navy. He returned to America in 1804 with his health 
undermined, to receive the thunks of Congress and a medal 
for his distinguished services. His disease continued to 
baffle his physicians, and though at times apparently recover- 
ing, he died in 1807 at the age of 46. He had been urged 
for Secretary of the* Navy, and on the prospect of a war 
with England he applied for active service, saying he would 
rise from a sick bed to take command of bis ship. His wife 
was Mary, a sister of James Deering, a distinguished 
merchant of Portland, and through her be received a hand- 
some estate. Their one child, Edward Deering Preble, was 
educated at home and in Europe, and possessing ample 
means he lived a quiet and scholarly life, dying at the early 
ege of 40. This generation of the family was represented 
in the Navy by Admiral George Henry Preble, who was 2 
nephew of the Commodore. Admiral Preble is too well 
known to require further mention in this article. He was 
bern in Portland in 1816, entered the Navy in 1835, and 
served through the Mexican war and the Rebellion, until he 
went on to the retired list in 1878. Besides his long services 
in the Navy, Le has distinguished himself as a writer and 
historian, ard is a member of various historical societies. 
Edward Deering Preble, the son of the Commodore, married 
a beautiful Mies Wattles, of Alexandria, Va., by whom he had 
three children, two daughters andason. The son was Ed- 
ward Ernest Preble, whose death occasions this notice of the 
family. He was born in Portland in 1842, entered the Naval 
Academy in 1859, and went on active duty iu 1862. His first 
service was on the steamship Mississippi, in the West Gulf 
blockading squadron. In 1862-63 he was attached to the 
Kearsarge, and mancuvred that vessel in its fight with the 
Alabama off Cherbourg, when the rebel steamer was sunk. 
August 9, 1864, he was promoted ensign and attached to the - 
North Atlantic squadron during 1864-65. He icipated 
in both attacks on Fort Fisher. Feb. 22, 1864, he was pro- 
moted to be lieutenant. In 1866-67 he was on 
service on the Susquehanna, was commissioned lieutenant 
commander July 25, 1866, was attached to the Minnesota on 
a special cruise in 1868, and to the Pacific squadron in 1869, 
when he resigned from the service, Since his resignation 
he has resided in Portland, in the enjoyment of a hand- 
some fortune which he inherited. For some years his health 
las been broken, and during the past few months he seemed 
to be failing. His death, however, was extremely sudden 
and unexpected, being occasioned by the rupture of a blood 
vessel in the brain, causing almost instant death. During 
the day he had been about his house, and a little while be- 
fore his death he was ———- with his sister, Mrs. Tucker. 
Hearing him, as she supposed, calling, she went into his 
room to find him expiring. , 
Lieut. Preble was a handsome and accomplished officer 
and ivherited those qualities of extraordinary coolness, 
courage, and decision which distinguished his grandfather, 
the commodore. He possessed a natural aptitude for the 
naval service, and as a navigator of a ship had no superior. 
To unquestioned capacity he united many amiable and enter- 
taining qualities, which made him pop in the Navy and 
won him troops of friends. He was never married. His 
eldest cister married Mr. Edgar Tucker, of New York, and 
the youngest is the wife of Mr. W. H. Anderson, of Portland, 
formerly a psymaster in the Navy. The name still lives in 
the family of Admiral Preble and in collateral branches.

THE ARMY, AND HOW TO IMPROVE IT. 

I was in Washington when the lamented Garfield was | 
inaugurated President of the United States, under such 
happy auspices. The whole people seemed to have 
come there to add to the glory of the occasion. No 
sich imposing military display has been seen in Amer- 
ica as that which followed him to the Capitol since 
those memorable days, 25th and 26th of June, 1865, 
when the victorious armies of the East and the West, 
under Grant and Sherman, passed in review before the 
assembled notables of the nation. On that occasion I 
saw comparatively young officers commanding light 
batteries, regiments of infantry and cavalry, brigades 
and even divisions, and commanding them as men only 
can who have won their spurs on many a well-contested 
battle-field. They had won honor, glory, brevets, 
everything that the soldier prizes, but permanent, sub- 
stantial promotion. 

When the disarmament came, a little later in the 
year, these men were relegated to their places of lieute- 
nants and captains in the Regular establishment, and in 
these grades most of them have remained from that 
time to this. It was a pathetic spectacle to see some of 
these same men on the 4th of March, 1881, sixteen 
years later, commanding little squads (they could not 
be called companies) of foot artillery, armed as infan- 
try, trudging along Pennsylvania avenue in the wintry 
blast, that seemed to have withered them with its icy 
breath. Their youth had passed, middle age had 
come, and with it wrinkles and ggay hairs. Whata 
contrast ! 

I have been asking myself ever since that day, Is the 
system a good one which thus rewards faithful service ? 
Can an army preserve its efficiency where promotion 
ceases on the day the last hostile shot is fired? On this 
occasion I also noticed in civilian dress hundreds of ex- 
volunteer officers who had left the Army at the end of 
the war to resume the avocations of peace, who the 
country had delighted to honor by bestowing 
upon them civic rewards and wealth. These 
men, some of them now holding high and honor- 
able places in the legislative branches of the Govern- 
ment, should pause for a moment in their prosperous 
careers to ask if justice has been done their old com- 
rades in arms. If they would but examine the statutes 
they would discover that every act passed relative to 
the Army has been to its prejudice and disadvantage. 
In less than sixteen years ninetéen regiments have been 
lopped off the register, notwithstanding the well-known 
fact that our Army is the hardest worked on the face 
of the earth, and not near equal to the necessities im- 
posed by our extended frontiers and our unhappy In- 
dian population. 

More than a dozen measures have been proposed for 
the improvement of the Army, almost any one of which 
would be satisfactory. Among them the most im- 
portant is compulsory retirement at sixty years of age, 
or after forty years service, and for disability. I can 
recall one regiment in which three of the captains and 
one ist lieutenant are absolutely unfitted for the pro- 
fession of arms, from wounds received in hattle, or 
from disease contracted in the service, whose duties are 
being performed by young subalterns without any addi- 
tional compensation whatever. These men cannot be 
retired because the retired list is full, and when vacan- 
cies occur they are filled by favoritism or to make room 
for the promotion of some favorite. 

A reorganization of the infantry is indispensable, so 
as to give it the same number of companies and pro- 
portion of field officers as now exists in the cavalry 
and artillery regiments. This would in a measure re- 
lieve the stagnation which is sapping the life blood of 
that important portion of the Army. Besides this it 
would be nothing more than an act of justice, as every 
reduction during the last fifteen years has fallen upon it. 

An act should be passed to promote any officer who 
has held one grade fifteen years, up to the rank of 
colonel, provided this should not increase the whole 
number of officers in the Army, and promotion or 
appointments to staff corps should be made from the 
senior line officers in the grade below that in which the 
vacancy may exist. These measures would inspire 
with new hope a large and deserving class of men who 
served during the late war. Most of these men have 
families to support and children to educate. It must 
be remembered that the common school system de- 
veloped to such perfection in various portions of the 
country, does not exist to any great extent on the 
fruntier. The children must go where the schools are, 
and this entails additional expense, which is severely 
felt by incomes already taxed tc their utmost by 
numerous changes of station, and other outlays inci- 
dental to Army life unknown to civilians. Not long 


army it began to suffer from the same stagnation which 
is felt so oppressively in our Service at the present 
time. The officers petitioned the Queen, representing 
to her that an act of injustice had been done them, by 
which their commissions, purchased in good faith, had 
become less valuable by hostile legislation, and that 
they were not receiving the compensation they had a 
right to expect when they took service under Her 
Majesty’s government. A commission composed of 
some of the most distinguished officers in the English 
army was accordingly convened with instructions to 
consider and report upon the whole subject, and to 
make such recommendatiors as would remedy the evils 
complained of. The commission met and made an ex- 
haustive examination of the whole subject, resulting 
in the present system prevailing in the English army. 
It was thought by some of the experts who were ex- 
amined by the commission, that officers in individual 
cases might be better colonels at sixty-two years of age 
than others at fifty, but the majority of men at that 
age did not retain the physical vigor requisite in that 
grade. The Duke of Cambridge thought he would 
prefer to have field officers under fifty, and no captain 
should remain such after he had reached his fortieth 
year. He thought thirty-five would be better. 

The commission recommended the promotion of all 
officers who had been fifteen years in any one grade, 
and if no vacancies existed they should be retired. 
Such a regulation as this would find at least one hun- 
dred and fifty captains in our service eligible for pro- 
motion and retirement, and I am inclined to the opinion 
that at least two-thirds of the number would accept the 
promotion and retirement. The Army has lost many of 
its attractions to men who have spent so many years on 
the extreme verge of civilization, much of the time 
engaged in the thankless task of chasing and fighting, at 
every possible disadvantage, hostile savages. However 
unpalatable it may appear, the fact is undeniable that 
our success in recent combats with the Indians has not 
approached our high expectations. The reason may be 
found in the advancing years of our commanding 
Officers. There is a conservativeness, a caution, a cer- 
tain want of energy and dash apparent which is un- 
favorable to success in this special line of warfare. 

Many think this age question will rectify itself in 
time. This is undoubtedly true. Otherwise the Army 
could not exist much longer; but in the name of every- 
thivg that is right and just give the men a chance who 
have carried the flag to victory in the darkest hours of 
the Republic, without any reward from that time to 
this but the salaries paid them for their services, every 
dollar of which was doubly earned. 








DEATHS DURING THE WEEK. 


ist Ligvut. Alured Larke, 10th U. 8. Infantry, died at Fort

in England, but at the beginning of the war was located 
in Wisconsin. He entered the service as private in the 
2d Wisconsin Volunteers, May 27, 1861, and rose through 
successive grades to a captaincy in the same regiment, 
March 24, 1864. Mustered out of the volunteer service 
Dec. 14, 1864; [a captain in the 5th U. 8. Veteran Volunteers 
Jan. 9, 1865; mustered out July 20, 1866; 2d lieutenant 
26th Infantry March 7, 1867; accepted June 8, 1867; trans- 
ferred to 10th Infantry May 19, 1869; 1st lieutenant April 25, 
1877. Lieut. L. was a member of the ‘Army Mutual Aid 
Society,” and his widow (his beneficiary) will receive 
$2,654.60. He was a capable and efficient officer and much 
esteemed among his acquaintances. His death should pro- 
mote, in ordinary course, 2d Lieutenant Edwin R. Clark to a 
first lieutenancy. 

ANoTHER vacancy in the retired list of the Army has been 
caused by the death of the veteran officer, Colonel and Bre- 
vet Brigadier-General Edwin B. Babbitt, U. 8. A., which oc- 
curred at Fort Monroe Arsenal, Va., December 10, at the 
residence of his son, Major Lawrence 8. Babbitt, of the Ord- 
nance Corps. General Babbitt was born in Connecticut and 
appointed to the Military Academy from. Indiana July 1, 
1822, was graduated July 1, 1826, and promoted same day 
brevet 2d lieutenant. and 2d lieutenant. 33 U. 8. Infantry. 
He served on frontier and other duty for several years, being 
promoted 1st lieutenant March 31, 1834. During the Florida 
war he was engaged on important quartermaster duty, and 
on the 7th of July, 1838, was appointed captain and assis- 
tant quartermaster on the staff, holding, however, his Jine 
commission, being promoted captain 3d U. 8. Infantry July 
1, 1889. He served with honor during the Mexican war, 
being brevetted major May 30, 1848, for meriteridus conduct 
while serving in the enemy’s country. When the war of the 
Rebellion brcke out he was serving as chief quartermaster 
of the Department of Oregon; was promoted major and 
quartermaster May 10, 1861 ; lieutenant-colonel and deputy 
quartermaster general Aug. 3, 1861, and colonel and assis- 
tanc quartermaster general July 29, 1866, being retired same 
date under the act of July 17, 1862.

A., 
whose death and services we recounted last week, took place 
at Charlestown, Ind., Dec. 7. Among the pall-bearers were 
Gen. James A. Ekin and Capt. Addison Barrett, U. 8. Army. 
Of the final ceremonies the Daily Ledger of New Albany, 
Ind., says: ‘‘A bistoric sketch of deceased was then read, 
recounting the many stirring events of his life, which was 
followed by the hymn, ‘ Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ by the 
choir, sung with thriiling effect. Rev. Mr. McKillup, pastor 
of the Presbyterian Church, followed with a brief address, 
in which he paid a glowing tribute to the christian character, 
manly honesty, and gallant deeds of the dead hero, Gen. 
James A, Ekin, U. 8. A., then spoke most feelingly and 
eloquently of the life and deeds of the gallant dead. In all 
his relations to the Government—in every trust, he had 
borne himself with fidelity without blemish—honesty, with- 
out favoritism. Always self-sacrificing, only regarding as a 
duty superior to all others his obligations to his country and 
his Government. As a soldier he was the bravest among 
the brave. As a friend, his fidelity was a tie of affection 
secure and steadfast. As a parent, he was kind and in- 
dulgent but always just. Asa husband, his love and devyo- 
tion knew no limit. This tribute of Gen. Ekia was as heart- 
felt as it was generous and truthful. Thus has closed a life 
illustrious in the history of the country.” 

Gen. B. D. Fearing, a lineal descendant of Gen, Putnam, 
and a distinguished soldier during the Rebellion, died at 
Marietta, Ohio, December 9. While colonel of the 92d Obio, 
and leading his regiment in an advance to repel a charge of 
the enemy, at the battle of Chickamauga, he was severely 
wounded by a Minie rifle bullet, which passed through tle 
front of his right and the fleshy part of his left leg, and 
from this wound he was a constant sufferer up to the time 
of Lis death. After jrecovering from his wound he took 
part in the Atlanta campaign and in the march to the sea, 
and on Dec. 2, 1864, while at Savannah, was brevetted 
brigadier-general by President Lincoln “for gallant and 
meritorious services during the long campaign from Chatia- 
nooza to Atlanta and from Atlanta to Savannah.” In the 
campaign of the Carolinas he was commander of the 3d 
Brigade of the Fourteenth Corps, and av the baitle of 
Averysboro had a horse shot from under him, and was again 
wounded, a Minis ball this time passing through his right 
wrist forward, carrying away his thumb, forefiager, aad the 
left portion of his hand. 

Gen. H. B. Banning, of Ohio, whose name is familiar to 
the Army in connection with military legislation of recent 
years, died suddenly at Cumminsville, Ohio, December 10. 
He served with distinction during the rebellion, enlisting in 
1861 as a private soldier, afterwards as a captain in the 4th 
Ohio, and subsequently was commissioned major of the 52d 
and colonel of the 87th, both three months’ organizations. 
He re-eulisted for three years, was made lieutenant-colonel 
of the 125.:h and then colonel of the 12ist. While in com- 
mand of tho latter regiment he captured from an Alatama 
regiment the ouly stand of colors captured in the battle of 
Chickamauga. He led the regiment through the Atlarta 
campaign, and for bravery was, on recommendation of Gen. 
Jeff. C. Davis, brevetted brigadier-general, and after the 
battle of Nashville was brevetted major-general. He served 
as colonel of the 195th Ohio in the Valley of the Virginia 
during the spring and summer of 1865, and was in charge of 
Alexandria, Va., until December, 1865, when he resigned to 
accept au election as a member of the Ohio Legislature. 

Last week we briefly referred to the death, at Boston, 
Dec. 7, of Capt. Thomas Hay, U. 8S. A., on the retired list. 
Capt. Hay was a native of New York, and entered service 
Dec. 1, 1862, as 1st lieutenant 5ith N. Y. Vols. He was mus- 
tered out May 31, 1864, having on the 30th of that month 
been appointed a Ist lieutenant in the Veteran Reserve 
Corps. He] was brevetted major of Volunteers March 13, 
1865, for gallant and meritorious service at Chancellorsville 
and Gettysburg; promoted captain V. R. C. Feb. 21, 1865, 
and mustered out March 31, 1867. April 1, 1867, he was ap- 
pointed a ist lieutenant of the 42d U. 8. Inf., and receivel 
the brevets of captain and major in the Regular Army for 
gallant service at Chancellorsville and Gettysburg. Sever? 
wounds received in battle necessitated the :emoval of his 
left leg, and he was retired on that account, with rank as 
captain, Dec. 31, 1870, since which time he has resided prin- 
cipally in Boston, Capt. Hay was a brave and meritorious 
officer. 

GeneRAL John H. Martindale, an officer of distinction 
during the War of the Rebellion, died at Nice, France, Dec. 
13. He had been in feeble health for some years, and left 
the United States for the shores of the Mediterranean some 
weeks ago. General Martindale was a native of New York, 
entered the Military Academy from that State in 1831, was 
graduated in 1835, and promoted July 1 of that year to bre- 
vet 2d lieutenant of the lst Dragoons. He resigned March 
10, 1836, to enter upon civil pursuits, in which he continued 
until the war broke out, when he at once offered his services 
tothe Government. He was appointed a brigadier-general of 
volunteers Aug. 9, 1861, and assigned to duty in the de- 
fences of Washington. He took part in the advance toward 
Manassas in March, 1862, and in the siege of Yorktown in 
the following May, and was afterward placed in command of 





a Pennsylvania brigade in the 5th Army Corps. He was pre- 
sent at the battle of Hanover Court-house May 27, 1862; in 
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the engagements of Gaines’s Mill and Chickahominy imme- 
diately following. For gallant and distinguished services at 
the battle of Malvern Hill on July 1, 1862, he was made a 
brevet major-general, United States Volunteers. A court of 
inquiry to investigate certain charges brought against him 
of misconduct at Malvern Hill fully acquitted him of all 
blame in the matter. When the 22d Army Corps was organ- 
ized General Martindale was placed in command of a division 
under General Heintzelman, and afterward made com- 
mander of the military district of Washington and vicinity. 
He was subsequently restored to active service and com- 
manded the 2d Division of the 18th Army Corps in the opera- 
tions south of Richmond. When General William F. Smith 
was relieved from command of the 18th Corps General Mar- 
tindale was temporarily placed in command, until relieved 
by General E. O. OC, Ord. He resigned from the Service 
September 13, 1864, on account of ill-health, and resumed 
the practice of law at Rochester, N. Y., and afterwards 
served a term as Attorney-General of the State of New York. 
Be was also for some years one of the Board of Managers of 
the Soldiers’ Home. His death will be deep!y mourned by a 
large circle of friends, by whom he was much piized for his 
many public and private virtues, and his agreeable, social 
qualities,

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RETIREMENTS AND APPOINTMENTS. 

From Washington a well-informed correspondert 
writes us a8 follows : 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 13, 1881. 

That the first of the expected retirements should have 
beew a chaplain and West Point professor of some ten 

ears’ service, when so many officers of long years of 
ard and active service are eligible by reason of age and 
infirmities, and others who have served actively and 
faithfully in the field, naturally expecting to succeed to 
the rank, long deferred, which such retirements would 
have made attainable, has not only created much sur- 
prise, but has also, in some quarters; caused great dis- 
appointment. y 
t was strongly urged by prominent ofticers at 
the time when the retired list was being rapidly filled 
with young officers that the military storeckeepers and 
chaplains, then over 62, should be retired, particularly 
the former class, as the law made no provision for filling 
their places, and thus a saving of 25 per cent. to the 
U. 8. Treasury would be effected. This not was ap- 
proved on the ground that their retirement, not creating 
apy vacancies, there would be no cor.sequent promotion ; 
and therefore it would not be a popular move. Why 
should it be so now when not only younger officers are 
affected, but many others who have grown gray in 
active service ? 

The new Chaplain and Professor, the Rev. Mr. Pos- 
tlethwaite, is said to be a man of fine intellect, polished 
and courteous, descended from an ancestry of Revolu- 
tionary fame and name, possessing a charming family, 
and himself withal a christian gentleman ion every 
sense of the word—conscient‘ous and firm in the faith 
held by his branch of the church, yet not disposed to 
thrust his peculiar views on those who may differ with 
him—he will bring to his new duties at the Point a 
capacity and inclination to work laboriously and cheer- 
fully, and his friends think so snecessfully that he can- 
not fail to be a most acceptable acquisition to his asso- 
cis‘es and pupils. 

He was formerly aclergyman in the Episcopal Church, 
but in the new movement some four years since under 
Bishop Cummings, Cheny, and others, he joined the 
Reformed Episcopal Church from conscieutious mo- 
tives, principally, as I understand, in consequence cf 
the interpretation given to the word “regenerate” in 
the baptismal service. Mr. P. is what is known as a 
muscular christian. He is at present the rector of a 
church in Baltimore, Md. 

In view of legislative changes which it is thought 
may be proposed in the laws aifecting the retired list, 
it is possible that no more retirements may be made at 
present. It is not thought that the bill to make retire- 
ments compulsory at 62 years of age will be seriously 
urged without coupling some other alterstions with it, 
viz., such as the appointment of a Board to re-examine 
the younger officers on the retired list with a view to 
recommending to the active list if found to have over- 
come their former incapacity. 

In view of the mapy bills that have been introduced 
for the relief of officers, restoration to service, eic., and 
asasort of preventive to the increase that may be ex- 
pected, I hear that it 1s proposed to enact a law to 
authorize and sanction the appointment of a Board of 
Officers of high rank to which all cases requiring legis- 
lative action shall be referred, and that the Buard’s 
findings therein shall be the principal factor in deter- 
mining what action, if any, shall be taken. 

A great number of applicatious are on file four antici- 
pated vacancies in the Quartermaster Department. 

It was rumored that some four er more regimental 
quartermasters had been selected by the Secretary of 
War as the favored few from those numbers the Presi- 
dent would be solicited to make appointments; and 
that this selection was determined upon mainly because 
those young officers were regimental quartermasters, 
and, therefore, prima facie evidence of their fitness 
above all the Jieutenants in their regimenis.. If this is 
so, we think the reasoning erroneous and unjust. 
Unless their superior fitness should be evident beyond 
all doubt from a careful review of their services, the 
mere fact that they have enjoyed the position, pay, ete.. 
of regimental quartermasters for a period of time should 
rather be a bar to their selection in preference to some 
lieutenant of longer service as a line officer, and who as 
an acting quartermaster at various times may have 
developed those peculiar qualifications which a good 
quartermaster should possess. 


THE TERRITORY OF ALASKA. 


In introducing into the Senate a resolution inquiring 
into the expediency of organizing civil government for 
Alaska, Senator Cole read a letter trom Thomas A. 
Willson, formerly of Florida, dated Harrisburgh, 
Alaska, Nov. 4, 1881. Mr. Wilson commends to Mr. 
Cole Col. M. D. Ball, who goes to Washington to urge 
this action. He says: 


For ten years the strong arm of the military ruled the 
people. Then they were turned loose, without any law to 
govern them; and the Indians proving hos‘ile, au armed 
vessel of the Navy was scnt upto protect the whites. As 
soon as the discoveries of gold were made a!) that could tried 
to secure a share of it, and the Navy, being the best eqnip- 
ped, secured a large share of it. Early in this year a dispute 
arose between the naval commander and a miner about a 
placer claim, and the naval commander at once proclaimed 
militery law as the only law that would be recognized, and 
at once sent a force of marines and sailors to garrison the 
place. All this on American soil. 

discoveries here are only in their infancy, and I feel 
sure sill prove of great value, and Alaska is going to be the 
great mineral producing country of the world when once de- 
veloped; but f it is to be ruled by the arbitrary will of a 
military or naval commander, vacillating as may suit bis 
own interests, development must be very slow. It takes 
capital to develop quartz, and capital must be protected. 
Several companies in San Francisco have secured interests 
here, but are afraid to invest much unless Congress gives 
them the protection of civil law. 








This part of Alaska is not that cold and barren country 
that most people suppose, but it has a climate in which men 
can work out of doors nearly all the time. The placer 
miners are still at work, although most of the claims are 
well up in the mountains at a height of 1,000 to 1,500 feet. 


General Nelson A. Miles, commanding the Depart 
ment of the Columbia, has asked General McDowell to 
recommend to the War Department the project of mak- 
ing such examination of the Territory of Alaska as shall 
determine its topographical and geographical features, 
the character of its climate, and the extent and value of 
its mineralogical, geological, ichthyological and other 
resources. Hesays: ‘‘ The Army has traversed every 
territory of the United States, and opened the way for 
development of their unparalleled wealth, except Alas- 
ka; that has been our most expensive territory, and 
whatever may be its treasures, they are beyond the 
reach of private enterprise, and must remain dormant 
for an indefinite period unless the Government take the 
initiatoty steps toward their discovery and develop- 
ment ;” and adds his conviction that a small, well or- 
ganized and equipped force, under competent and ex- 
perienced officers, would render most valuable service 
in that country dming the next two years, and furnish 
the Government valuable information, important not 
only in a military sense, but beneficial to the commer- 
cial interests of the Pacific coast, and of interest and 
value to the scientific world. 

General Miles encloses with his letter on the subject, 
an estimate prepared by Lieut. Schwatka of the cost of 
the exploration, which is given at $68,000 at the out- 
side, probably much less. Lieut. Schwatka thinks the 
expedition should have a geologist, botanist, a topo- 
graphical engineer, who may be furnished from the En- 
gineer Corps; als> a meteorologist, an ichthyologist, a 
zoologist especially skilled in a knowledge of the fur- 
bearing animals, and an ethnologist. 

The project is a worthy one, and we trust may re- 
ceive the consideration it deserves.

COMPULSORY RETIREMENT. 


Iam more and more convinced each day that this world 
wi 1 move on in its usual orbit; that man is a mere atom of 
little influence; thet each year and each epoch creates its 
own agents; that the great men of 1776 were not suited to 
1812; that these again fell short in 1846, these in 1861. 
Each epoch calls for new agents, and should the year 1900 
call for new men, the Grants, Shermans, and Sheridans will 
fail as signally as did the St. Clairs and Hulls of 1812, and 
the Wools and Worths of 1846 —W. T. Suerman. 


lf the Army were to be polled to-day, staff and line, 
from the General down to the tail of the list of 2d lieu- 
tenants, we believe that nineteen out of twenty officers 
would be in favor of a compulsory retirement law. 
This fact should not prevent the twentieth officer from 
receiving the respect due to an honest and intelligent 
minority opinion; but it would, nevertheless, indicate a 
sad lack of co-operative effort among the nineteen, in 
failing to have their cause and the reasons of it properly 
and convincingly set before Congress. 

It is difficult to see why, when the advantages of 
such a law are so many, and the drawbacks are so few 
and so easily neutralized, it should fail of enactment. 
We publish in another column a communication on this 
subject which will appeal to almost every Army officer, 
and should also go home to every Congressman. ‘The 
writer is correct in saying that the process of cutting 
away no fewer than nincteen regiments, since the war, 
has kept back the deserved promotion of many of the 
regular officers who rendered priceless services during 
the Rebellion, while their volunteer comrades, in their 
various spheres of politics and trade, have mounted 
higher and higher to honors and fortune. He is cor- 
rect, also, we think, in declaring that as the passage of 








a compulsory retirement law is only a question of time, 





its benefits should enure now to those who served 
through the dark hours of the Republic. A law secur- 
ing the benefits of promotion and simultaneous retire- 
ment in the higher grade to any officer who had served 
fifteen years in any one grade, would do much to relieve 
the present injustice. But probably the better hope 
just now is in working for the passage of a compulsory 
retirement law. 

There are many reasons why compulsory retirement 
should be established by Congress. First, it is not an 
uncertain experiment, tut an approved system. It be- 
longs to some foreign services, and it subsists in our 
own Navy. If there is anything objectionable in it, 
why do we n%t find petitions for its abrogation in the 
Naval service? On the contrary, it is the life of that 
service, and there would be a geaeral outcry should it 
be taken away. But, if due to the military service on 
the sea, according to what principle of justice can it 
longer be withheld from the military service on the 
land ? 

In tke next place, we have indisputable proof that in 
pineteen cases out of twenty, it is the younger officers, 
or, at least, the officers under 62, who fight the battles, 
make the marches, and even plan the campaigns of the 
country. There is no reflection in this fact, as the 
older officers have all been found as active and efficient 
in their day as the best. But we know perfectly well 
that it was not the Veterans of 1812 that won the war 
of 1861. We had Scott on hand, and Wool, and Patter- 
son, but of how great use werethey? We had, to be 
sure, some fine and efficient old officers serving in the 
field in the war of the rebellion, such as Mansfield, who 
fell at Antietam in his 59th year; Sumner, who fought 
at Fair Oaks at the age of 66, and who died in 1863 ; 
McCall, Abercrombie, Hunter and Daniel Tyler, Casey 
and Heintzelman. But these, and such as these, were 
exceptions; nearly all our brilliant and effective work 
being done by officers less than 45 years old, or 15 years 
less than the advanced period now set under the bill for 
the line, just introduced into Congress. Surely this 
space of 15 years is margin enough, especially since 
even in the grade below that of general officer we still 
have many officers who were familiar long ago by ac, 
tual war experience with the command of brigades, di- 
visions and corps. Our supply of competent officers 
would not give out with a compu'sory retirement law. 

In the third place, this is the only absolutely fair way 
of securing that flow of promotion which is the life of a 
service. If an officer is placed on the retired list for 
age by the act of the President, while another, of the 
same age, is allowed to remain on the active list, this 
is favoritism, and there is just cause for grumbling. 
But when all await ‘‘alike, the inevitable hour” that 
strikes 62, there is no complaint. On the contrary, 
everybody arranges hisaffairs beforehand for this change, 
and takes it gracefully. An officer of the Marine Corps, 
which body is interested in this matter like the Army, 
sent us, some time ago, a list cf the retirements for age, 
in the line alone, in which the Naval officer could count, 
ten years ahead frum that date. There were 1 in 1879; 
3 in 1880; 4 in 1881; 4in 1882; 9 in 1883; 13in 1884; 
9in 1885; 10 in 1886; 6 in 1887; 6 in 1888. Here 
was a gain of 65 places, from this source, assured to 
any officer, in ten years. Coupled with other casual- 
ties, this made his advance sure. There is no need of 
a 15-year law forthe Navy. And the consequence is 
that be can fairly make his calculations on outlays and 
expenses for years ahead, as in the matter of marriage, 
the education of his children, or what not. 

In the fourth place, what hardship is there in the 
compulsory retiring law? So far as pay is concerned, 

it 1s three fourths, and the extra fourth is surely made 

up in the freedum from all compulsory duties and the 

absolute command of one’s time. Frequently this 

missing oue-fourth is more than compensated by those 

who choose to do so. It seemed hard to some for Gen. 

Ord to be put on the retired list; but if what we hear 

is true regarding his present employment in the Mexican 

railroad projects, retirement was the most fortunate 

thing, in a pecuniary way, that could have happened to 
bim. And as for fame, certainly an officer cannot com- 
plain that he has not had a fair chance to acquire it be- 
fore the age of 62. 

We are aware that the German army seems to form 4 
remarkable exception to the compulsory retirement. 
The case of Moltke might be exceptional; but there 
was also that of Roon, Steinmetz, and some others. 
Most of these wonderful old officers did not belong to 
the line, though others, it may be admitted, like Stein- 
metz, were distinguished in field commands. Still, 
Gen. Moltke did n»t seem to think that the fire of Steia- 
metz’s old age was valuable to the army. Besides, 
when we remember the vastness of the German army 
of 1870, the proportion of old generals will not seem 
very great, and, what is more to the point, with the 
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single exceptions of Von Moltke and Von Roon, one 
the chief cf staff and the other the war minister, and 
hence outside of our discussion of the pending bill, it 
would be difficult to point out any German line officers 
of over 62, in the war with France, whose places could 
not have been filled easily with younger officers. There 
is also little parity between the German war establish- 
ment and our own, in life, customs of service, and 
general spirit. 

The words we have prefixed to this article tell the 
true state of the case, and they are those of a soldier 
who achieved his world-wide fame in middle life, and 
is now 2pproaching 62, though exempted from the lia- 
bility to retirement. With our little Army, and the 
places of honor and of liberal fortune so few, it is only 
just that all, old and young, should labor to make the 
service promising fur advancement, and in that respect 
more like the civil careers which open such bright pros- 
pects to the courageous, the upright, and the public- 
spirited youth. It is a shame to find gray-haired men 
in our service with the rank only of captain, whose 
military careers were distinguished for gallantry and 
efficiency fifteen and twenty years ago. Some of 
our regimental officers have been brevetted up 
to at least one star, as a token of what 
their merits entitle them to, but their actual rank 
and pay are carefully kept far below these merits. 
In few arinies, large or small, would it occur that sol- 
diers, after commanding brigades with great skill in 
actual combat, were reduced to the command of com- 
panies, with pay accordingly. 

In former numbers of the JouRNAL we have set forth 
convincing statistics on this subject, occupying many 
columns in their presentation. We make these more 
general observations now that the subject has again 
come up, in the hope that renewed interest may be 
aroused, and that a combined effort may be made for 
the success of the pending measure, or some equivalent 
of it. 








HISTORIC CRAFT. 


Ong by one the links which bind the Navy of the 
present to that of the past have been broken and dis- 
severed, until now there remain but three ships upon 
the Navy List to perpetuate the memory of the infancy 
of the Service. Of these but one is in a condition for 
service, being used as a practice ship for the summer 
cruises of the cadet midshipmen. This ship, the Con. 
stellation, was launched at Baltimore on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1797, being, therefore, the oldest ship of the 
naval marine now afloat. We believe that she is still in 
very good condition, her repairs having, of course, been 
extensive, and she is likely to have a long life of useful- 
ness in her present employment. 

It is, however, of that pride of the Service, the Con- 
stitution, familiarly known as Old Ironsides, that we 
would now especially speak, and, in connection with 
her, of the only one of her captures now extant. We 
do not propose to enter into a history of the old frigate, 
further than to remind our readers of the fact that she 
completed her eighty-fourth year on the 20th of Sep- 
tember last, and that she is now in honorable retirement 
at the Navy-yard in Brooklyn. Of her service during 
the War of 1812, Cooper says: ‘‘In the course of two 
years and nine months this ship had been in three 
actions, had been twice critically chased, and had cap- 
tured five vessels of war. In all her service her good 
fortune was remarkable. She never was dismasted, 
never got ashore, or scarcely ever suffered any of the 
usual accidents of the sea.” 

It is no matter of wonder that service on board her 
has always been highly prized, and her latest service as 
a training ship in her days of decrepitude can but have 
had a wholesome influence upon all associated with her. 
Fortunately, it is in the power of man to perpetuate 
these floating monuments of past greatness by the ex- 
penditure of a moderate sum of money, and we sin- 


to preserve a trophy of our ancient naval glory, the 
Cyan: should be thoroughly repaired and put into con- 
dition for active service. Nowe of these vessels should 
ever be laid up, for useful employment can readily be 
found for them. The Constellation is already of great 
use, and the Constitution could soon resume her place 
in the training system; the Cyane would prove of great 
assistance in the transfers of crews, carrying of stores, 
etc., constantly taking place. Every year sees a greater 
or less number of exchanges in officers and men, and 
she could render efficient service in this way. If she 
were to take out to their various stations the new cadet 
midsnipmen who leave the Academy each year, instead 
of having them take passage in a mail steamer, and 
pick up those whom they relieved, bringing them back 
in time for their examination, it would afford them very 
useful practice, and enable them to pass more readily 
the test to which they are subjected at the close of their 
six years of probation. There is, then, both a practival 
and a sentimental purpose to be served in keeping in 
full activity these relics of a departed and glorious past. 





DISCIPLINE AND INTELLIGENCE. 


As a result of the efforts to improve the condition of 
the enlisted men of éhe Army the machine soldier of 
former days is disappearing from the service, and in 
his place we find an intelligent, thinking man, fully 
capable of understanding the requirements of his pro- 
fession, of handling with judgment and care the arms 
of precision placed in his hands, and of understanding 
something of the theory as well as the practice side of 
the military art. His actions when on parade are not 
now the routine movements of yore, correct only from 
mere force of persistent drill, but are directed by in- 
telligence rather than routine, and if he is an aspiring 
soldier he will fast pass beyond the rudiments of his 
profession. 

This change in the mental condition of the soldier 
must of necessity produce, slowly perhaps, but surely, 
a marked change in tke attitude towards him of his 
superiors—the commissioned officers of the Army. As 
his intelligence is developed so will his desire to be 
treated as a man, with all the word implies, and his 
bearing, in point of respectful obedience towards his 
officers, will become more and more that of the model 
soldier. It is now fully recognized that the old system 
of bucking and gagging, of carrying logs, and under- 
going punishments of one sort or another degrading 
and unmilitary in their nature, has had its day, and 
that where punishment is merited it must be of a sort 
suited to the requirements and conditions of the Army 
as it now exists. Rigid discipline in the Armv is as 
much a necessity to-day as it ever has been, but it must 
be of a kind suited to the persons over whom it is to be 
exercised. The post schools, be they never so efficiently 
conducted, will prove of slight benefit to the Service 
unless the spread of intelligence is fully recognized and 
appreciated. 

Complaints reach us at times of injustices done to 
soldiers, the hard laboring work to be gone through 
with, and similar grievances. Most of them are trivial 
in their nature. Some of the hardships complained of 
are compelled by the necessities of service, and com- 
plaints which have some foundation are often too plainly 
actuated by malice in the recital and a desire to make 
mischief. The good and intelligent soldier, when con. 
fronted with unusual hardships and labors, will not be 
too quick to cast blame upon his officers, but will re- 
flect, and in the end appreciate the necessity, and the 
zealous and prudent officer will so exercise his authority, 
in those cases of exigency, as to impress upon the minds 
of his command that it is the Service which calls for the 
unusual exertion, and that his orders are not dictated 
by mere personal caprice or hy the desire to exercise 
authority. This is the point to which we desire to draw 
attention; that the spread of the post school system

RELATIVE RANK OF NAVY OFFICERS. 
Tue following communication was laid before the 
Senate on Tuesday, December 13, by the President pro 
tempore : 
Navy DgpartMent, Dec. 12, 1881. 


Sir: I have the honor to submit the following infor- 


rr 
the said alteration or re arrangement of rank was made.” 
The provisional relative assigned to midshipmen 


or cadets at the conclusion of the course of instruction 
at the Naval Academy and that by them during the re- 
quired term of probationary service at sea, as well as 
the relative rank established upon their final graduating 
examination, has been determined under rules pre- 
scribed by the Regulations of the Naval Academy. 
These regulations are issued by the Secretary of the 
Navy, under authority of section 1547 of the Revised 
Statutes; and among the regulations in force at the date 
of the p of the statutes referred to in the resolu- 
tion are the following : 

[Here the Admiral quotes from chapters 7 and 8 of 
the Regulations of the Naval Academy. These provide 
for arranging the graduates according to the aggregate 
of the numbers each receives on the several gencral 
merit rolls for the four years’ term, and for the final 
examination of midshipmien before promotion to the 
grade of eusign by a board ‘‘to determine the relative 
merit of the class,” and their further examination for 
promotion to the grade of master to determine their 
relative qualifications ; the results of these examinations 
to be taken in connection with their graduating merit 
roll to ‘‘ determine their standing as ensigns, the highest 
numbers to take precedence.” Continuing, Admiral 
Nichols says : 

Upon the completion of the prescribe: course of study 
(four years) at the Academy by the cadets referred to, 
who entered that institution prior to the year 1873, a 
merit roll for each of the graduuting classes was made 
up in conformity with the regulations by the Academic 
Board from the several general merit rolls for the four 
years, arranging the order of numbers according to the 
aggregates. placing the highest first. 

hese classes* were then sent to sea as midshipmen, 
with the provisional relative rank thus determined, 
which rank was held by them during their probationary 
course of instruction on shipboard and until their final 
graduaticg examination. 

At the expiration of the required term of sea service 
the several classes were returned to the Naval Academy 
for the final examination before promotion, which em- 
braced seamanship, naval tactics, practical gunnery, 
navigation, etc. Their relative rank was then ascertain- 
ed and fixed in accordance with the rules bed in 
chapter 8 of the regulations, and they were in that or- 
der promoted to the grade of ensign. 

I deem it proper to state that prior tu the act of Con- 
gress of March 3, 1878 (section 1520, R. 8.), the entire 
course of instruction for midshipmen or students con- 
sisted of four annual terms of study at the Naval Aca- 
demy and from one to two years’ instruction in practi- 
cal seamanship, etc., on shipboard, the Navy Regu- 
lations requiring sea service before their promotion 
of the grade of ensign. By that statute the academic 
course of cadet midshipmen was fixed at six years, 
which period includes the requisite sea service, and all 
classes which have entered the Academy since the pas- 
sage of this act have been required to pursue four an- 
nual terms of study there and to perform two years sea 
service in other than practice ships. At the conclusion 
of this course the classes have been returned to the 
Naval Academy for final graduating examination, and 
with the relative rank there determined they were ap- 
pointed midshipmen, aud as vacancies occur they are 
promoted to the grade of ensign. 

The classes which entered the Naval Academy before 
1873 have been promoted with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, in the order of relative rank established 
and assigned them upon their final graduating examina- 
tion, and no alteration or rearrangement has been made 
in the relative rank as determined and fixed at that ex- 
amination of any of the classes graduating from the 
Naval Academy since the year 1870. 

Questioas arising in this department in relation to 
the examinations described and to the manner of de- 
termining the relative rank of graduates of the Naval 
Academy under the regulations of that institution have 
from time to time been presented to the attorney gene- 
ral for consideration, and the practice pursued has been 
uniformly sustained. 

Here the acting secretary calls attention to the opin- 
ions of the attorney generals of March 8, 1865, August 
7, 1877, March 3, 1879, and transmits the decisions with 
the communication. The communication is signed by 
Rear Admiral Nichols, Acting Secretary. 


Some time ago, Major and Bvt. Lieut.-Col. J. 8. 
Poland, 18th Infantry, forwarded to Gen. Sherman a 
paper suggesting the application of the co-operative 
system to the Army and Navy in procuring supplies. 
Gen. Sherman referred it to the War Department, with 
an endorsement recommending no change in the exist- 
ing system. Several Navy officers, however, have been 
inclined to give the co-operative plan a trial. 

While the premises of Col. Poland are sound, 
namely, that co-operation is a good thing, and while the 
facts are undoubted regarding its prodigious success, we 
think that his conclusions are hasty and dubious. 

The remarkable career of the Rochdale society is 
well known, of course, and this pioneer enterprise has 
been followed by many others in England, nearly all of 
which have proved successful. In this country we 
well remember the introduction of the Philadelphia ex- 
periment, half a dozen years ago ; and since then like 
movements have been started in Boston and elsewhere, 
which also promise success. But more interesting stil 
to the services is the Army and Navy Co-operative 
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Seciety of Eogland, to which those of our readers who 
have access to the British military papers must have 
seen frequent allusions in the last ten years. 

Conceding all that is claimed for all these institu- 
tions, we wish to suggest one important point of differ- 
ence between them and the one which Col. Poland pro- 
posed to establish. Co-operative stores amongst any 
collection of buyers largely confined to a single city or 
district can be made a success. It was so with the 
Rochdale weavers, with the London Civil Service 
clerks, with the Philadelphia mechanics, and with the 
British Army and Navy Society. But look for a 
moment at the enormous difference between the 
British service and our own, not only in the con- 
stitueucy which the London society has to support 
it, but more particularly in the concentration of buyers 
around its stores. There are more army und navy 
officers living in and around London than in the whole 
United States. Nothing approaching this aivantage 
could be found anywhere in this country. In the Lon- 
don society, accordingly, there are thousands of cus- 
tomers who not only aid the stores by their persona} 
selections of goods, and by their hints and criticisms, 
but insure honesty and skill by their constant inspec- 
tion of how matters go on. To insure equal rerults 
with a very small constituency, requiring a very large 
vaiiety of goods, and avery great tax on the time of 
the store in the mere matter of preparing and sending 
goods, by reason of the scattered character of our ser- 
vices, demands an outlay that could hardly be made up 
by the savings effected. 

We repeat that it is not the principle cf co-operation 
which would probably cause this experiment to be a 
failure, but the peculiarities of our services, which 
render any parallel between them and the British ser- 
vices in this matter unsafe to rely upon. 











Gey. Terry, commanding the Department of Da- 
kota, in a recent circular, publishes the interesting re- 
port by Capt. S. E. Blunt, Chief Ordnance officer, of 
the late competition at Fort Snelling, Minn., for places 
on the rifle team of the Military Division of the Mis. 
souri(which appeared some weeks ago in the JourNAL). 
Capt. Blunt, ina thorough and detailed manner, sets 
forth the conditions and mode of procedure in the con 
test, and concludes by saying: ‘‘The range at Fort 
Saelling, while possessing many advantages, and pro- 
bably the best that could be selected for the Division 
contest, can yet be considerably improved. Four addi- 
tional Laidley revolving targets and one Laidley long 
rioge target should be erected, which can readily be 
done, the same hill now used as a butt being still taken 
advantage of. In any future competition it will then 
be practicable to fire only six (instead of in the contest 
just closed twelve) mea to a target. The two scores of 
five shots each at the three ranges, 200, 400, and 600 
yards, could then be completed in from two and a half 
to three hours. If the range shouid have a long range 
and eight other targets, telephones should be placed io 
pits Nos. 2, 5, and 8, and at the 200, 400, and 600 yard 
firing points. A small frame building, for the use of 
the officer in charge, as an office and store-room, should 
also be erected near the 600 yard firing point. In case 
it should be decided to hold a future Division contest 
on this range, these improvements can be quickly and 
cheaply made.” 

The report is a valuable contribution on the subject 
of Army target practice. 








Tue trial of Lteutenant Russell's gun by the Magazine 
Gan Board in session in New York was postponed lust 
week to give the inventer an opportunity to make 
some improvement in his magazine. The gun was 
tried on Thursday. The Marlin gun, the Swiss 
Vetterlein, and the Elliott gun have also been tested 
this week. The Board will adjourn for the holidays. 
They have thus far examined some eight or nine guns, 
and have some half a dozen more in prospect. They 
have had an additional task imposed upon them by 
orders from the War Department directing them to 
take into consideration the propriety and feasibility of 
the adoption of a rifle adapted to all arms of the ser- 
vice—cavalry, artillery, and infantry—and which would 
supersede the carbine. This seems to be a concession 
toa very genera! demand for a stiffer barrel, perhaps 
a livtle shorter than that of the present Springfield rifle 
—while it is generally admitted that the carbine, though 
handy and accurate for ordinary ranges, is too light for 
the weight of lead in the bullet necessary for long-range 
shoo ting. 


Waar has become of the report of the Board of 
Officers of the Marine Corps, which was in session some 
weeks, several months or a year since, to prepare regu- 
jations for the government of the Marine Corps? The 








Board was composed of intelligent and experienced 
officers, who were supposed to know what the service 
required. The Marine Corps has been long in need of 
regulations defining the status and duties of its mem 
bers, its true relation to the Navy, and presenting some- 
thing tangible for the study and guidance of those who 
have within a brief period joined it. 

The President was authorized by an act passed June 
30, 1834, now section 1620 of the Revised Statutes, ‘‘ to 
prescribe such military regulations for the discipline of 
the Marine Corps as he may think proper.” If such 
regulations have ever been prescribed, they seem to be 
‘things of the past,” as the only matter bearing on that 
point seems to be a few paragraphs in the edition of 
Navy Regulations. It is understood that the Board 
above referred to submitted quite an elaborate system ; 
and their work will be lost unless approved after intel- 
ligent revision. 








A taw firm in New York City has recently distributed 
broadcast in the Army, a circular to the following 
effect: ‘‘We make a specialty of procuring the dis- 
charge of enlisted men who have become dissatisfied— 
and from the great influence which we possess, are en- 
abled to succeed in nearly every case. Our fees are 
$30—but when two or more file their application at the 
same time, will be #25 each. Enclose the money in a 
registered letter or by money order, and state your 
name in full, time and place of enlistment and number 
of regiment and company, and we will guarantee to 
have you free in about 30 days.” Enlisted men will do 
well to inquire cautiously into this ‘‘ great influence” 
before paying their money and accepting the ‘‘ guaran- 
tee.” Of the pernicious effect of the inducements held 
out there can be but one opinion. Of their value no 
sensible person can come to but one conclusion. 





Nava Constructor Jno. W. Easpy having reached 
the age of sixty-two years, was retired on the 13th Dec., 
and detached from the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, of which he was chief. He retires with the rela- 
tive rank of commodore. During his term of service as 
Chief of the Bureau, Commodore Easby has maintaired 
his reputation for honesty and energy in the discharge 
of his duties. His management has been as creditable 
as that of any of his predecessors. Always courteous, 
he has made no enemies, and many friends, in the 
course of his administration of the affairs of the Bu- 
reau, one of the most important in the Naval Service. 
Until a successor qualifies, Mr. H. A. Goldsborough, the 
Chief Clerk of the Bureau, wil], under the law, act as 
Chief. The Naval Constructors most prominently men- 
tioned for the position are Mr. Hartt, Mr. Pook, Mr. 
Much, and Mr. Wilsun. Naval Constructcr Much is 
strongly urged by the California influence, having been 
stationed some years at the Mare Island Navy-yard. 
Naval Constructor Wilson is backed by the Eastern 
section—the New England States. The other two are 
generally, rather than sectionally, endorsed. 








Eowarp Byaryeg, whose restoration to the Army is 
asked for by Senate bill 213 (not 210) was transferred 
to the supernumerary list and honorably mustered out 
Jan. 1, 1871. Alfred Hedberg, who wishes to re-enter 
the Army as Captain, with his former date of commis- 
sion, was dismissed and cashiered. (See G. O. M. O. 
No. 4, Jan. 15, 1873.) The charges were violation of 
the act of Congress of March 2, 1863, to prevent and 
punish frauds upon the United States; and 2, ‘‘ Con- 
duct unbecoming,” etc.; 3, ‘‘ Conduct to the prejudice,” 
etc. We shall keep close watch of these personal bills, 
with others, and enable our readers to follow them in 
the various stages of their progress.

The Board after- 
wards visited the Watertown Arsenal and witnessed 
the Emery U. 8. Testing Maching in operation. 








WE publish in another column General Sherman’s or- 
der of December 13, the results of the recent rifle con- 
tests in the three military divisions already announced 
in the Journat. General Sherman seems well pleased 
with the skill displayed in the contests, and looks for- 
ward cheerfully and hopefully to a further and possibly 
a better exhibition of skill in the great contest to be 
held next year, for the Army prizes specified in General 
Order 44. 


Tae New York correspondent of the London 
Standard, noticing the trials of the Ericsson Destroyer 
and the casting of the Lyman-Haskell multicharge gun, 
ssys: ‘‘ These are not the only signs of warlike activity, 
but bappily they do not indicate a sentiment of hostility 
towards any other Power. Some of the comments 
which were made in the foreign press upon Mr. Blaine’s 
promised ‘vigorous foreign policy’ sharply contrasted 
American pretensions with the power of enforcing 
them, and this activity is the answer to the taunt. 
The only newspaper whose comment upon the report 
of the Naval Advisory Board, recommending an ex- 
penditure of $30,000,000 for war vessels, was an 
adverse criticism, only suggested that the vessels pro- 
posed were too light and too small. Within a fortnight 
several high offices have recommended the immediate 
increase of the coast defences, and this is now a promi- 
nent subject of public comment. In short, the Ameri- 
cans are perfectly well aware of their present helpless- 
ness, and they consider that it is unwise to permit this 
state of things to continue.” 














Tue nomination of Pay Director James H. Wat- 
mough, U. 8. Navy, as Chicf of the Bureau of Provi- 
sions ard Clothing, goes to the Senate again this week, 
as well as that of Paymaster Stevenson for promotion 
to Pay Inspector. 

There has been consideralle discussion pro and con 
among the Senators over Pay-Director Watmough’s 
nomination during the week, and when his case is 
called up in executive session for confirmation, we may 
expect a warm and perhaps prolonged debate. <A can- 
vass of the Senate has already been made by Mr. Wat- 
mough’s opposers, so it is rumored, and the result does 
not prove very encouraging to him. Whether or not 
the nomination will be confirmed will not be known 
perhaps before next Thursday or Friday, after the next 
Committee meeting. At the first meeting of the Senate 
Naval Committee, held on Wednesday, the nomination 
was taken up and it was decided that the full committee 
should make a careful investigation of the case in all 
its bearings. The committee adjourned without doing 
anything further.

“FIAT JUSTITIA.” 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journa! : 

Sir: It is to be regretted that your correspondent 
writing under the above title in your last issue, did not 
give additional force and point to his much-needed pre- 
cept by a practical exemplification of its attractiveness. 
In place, however, of doing this, his communication, it 
seems to me, is conspicuous for its violation of the prin- 
ciple which he seeks to inculcate. Allow me briefly to 
point out one or two instances of that to which I re- 
fer. 

Every one who knows anything about the strains to 
which guns are subjected, knows the difference between 
longitudinal and transverse strains, and the writer of 
such an article as that of October 29, could hardly be 
ignorant of, or fail to appreciate this distinction. Yet, 
‘* Fiat Justitia” does not hesitate to accuse him of such 
gross ignorance of first principles, as to mean the former 
when he particularly speaks of the latter strain. It is 
wrong to criticise the official acts of a public servant, 
even when he seems to be in conflict with established 
facts, but no criticism is too harsh for one who, acting 
conscientiously and intelligently, finds it necessary to 
dissent from the opinions of him who has the sole ad. 
vantage that he is sheltered by official sanction. Is this 
the kind of justice that is advocated ? 

A committee of the Senate was told last January by a 
high official, that the trial of a single 8 inch gun, weigh- 
ing 17,000 pounds, assured the success of a new 12 inch 
gun, weighing 120,000 pounds, and that it was ‘‘a wise 
thing to proceed with the construction of four more,” 
in addition to the four already contracted for. The offi- 
cer had not ‘*the slightest suggestion of a doubt about 
it.” ‘* Fiat Justitia” tells us ‘that it is very unsafe to 
base the construction of anything in which large masses 
of iron or steel are used on experiments made on a small 
scale, such as those of Colonel Laidley.” The experi 
ments referred to were with guns of 3.2” bore, weigh- 
ing nearly 1,000 pounds, but these ‘tests have no par- 
ticular bearing on the construction of heavy ordnance.” 
It is perfectly safe to predicate the success of a 12 inch 
gun, involving the use of pieces of steel so large that 
only one or two manufacturers can, with great diffi- 
ciliy, produce them at all from the satisfactory per- 
iormance of an 8 inch gun, in which the pieces are of 
moderate size and easily made; but experiments with a 
3.2” gun throws no light ov the construction of a gun us 
large as that mentioned! I would ask on what experi- 
ment was the superiority of guns lined with a wrought 
iron tube over cast iron guns based? The experiments of 
Sir Joseph Whitwérth ou smali cylinders, with a bore of 
2.56”. These experiments were deemed quite sufficient 
for the purpose, until Colonel Laidley’s experiments 
with guns of a 3.2” bore proved what should have been 
known before, that Sir Joseph’s experiments had no 
bearing whatever on the subject. 

If there be ‘‘ not the slightest suggestion of a doubt ” 
about the wisdom of building eight 12 in. guns, be- 
cause one 8 in. gun bad given satisfaction, 1t will hardly 
appear a very rash act to test one cast iron gun at an 
expense less than one fourth of the cost of one of these 
eight guns, and see how much better it is than a similar 
gun lined with a wrought iron tube, and costing much 
more, or at least to subject some of the converted guns 
to such strains as similar cast iron guns have borne re- 
peatedly, and thus settle at a trifling expense their rela- 
tive strength and durability. The careful abstention 
from all such trials argues a want of confidence, weli 
founded, in the ability of the guns to withstand them. 
A further conversion--into fragments—would probably 
be the principal result. 

This correspondent says of Col Laidley’s experiments 
that they ‘are interesting.” Then he is one of the 
favored few who have scen the reports, and dissents 
from the opinion that they have not sufficient interest 
to warrant their being even printed as an Ordnance 
Note. What is the modicum of iuterest required to 
gain this distinction is best judged of by glancing over 
sme of them-—say, for instance, number 147, and others 
that will suggest themselves. 

Again, ‘‘ Fiat Justitia” conveys the impression that 
Col. Laidley’s experiments were made only with the 
testing machine, when he must have known that they 
were made also with guns and gunpowder, and that all 
of the experiments agreed in pronouncing the wrought 
iron lined cylinders or gun weaker thau those made of 
simply cast iron. 

If, in place of the bald assertion “that it is not cor- 
rect to state that better guns can be procured at less 
cost than the converted guns,” he had brought some 
proof of the truth of his position, he would have been 
more convincing, but doubtless he used the best argu- 
ment that was at his command, and no fault can be 
found for this. 

Speaking of a Palliser gun, in which he says ‘‘several 
charges and projectiles were used simultaneously,” it 
would seem to have been fairer had he stated the exact 
number of each (two ?), and we should have had a still 
better opinion of this willingness to do full justice to 
all if he had added, as he might have done, that this 
feat was eclipsed by a 10 in. cast iron smooth bore gun, 
which was fired with 36 lds. of mortar powder and nine 
round balls, weighing 1,130 Ibs., and the gun did not 
burst! It might have detracted from the force of his 
argument, but it would have given us a greater respect 
for his fairness and willingness to make some sacrifice 
in order that justice might be done. 

CONSISTENCY. 
Jo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Sir: The letter of ‘‘ Fiat Justitia” seems to have 

three purposes in view. First, tocombat certain opin- 





ions of ‘‘the opposition,” to which you were just 
enough to give expression; second, to set forth the 
claims to distinction of a former friend; and third, to 
deprecate what he thinks has been hasty and unjust 
public criticism. 

For the first, your correspondent has, perhaps, done 
the best that could be done—which is paying him a 
compliment—and has contributed some obsolete litera- 
ture upon the subject, every point in which (including 
the ubiquitous 1,200 English pup-guns) seems to me to 
have been anticipated and completely answered by 
various papers, the full text of which I should imagine 
he must have had before him. As to your own state- 
ments, Mr. Editor, I have carefully re-read them; and, 
when we consider the variety of opinions upon the 
subject and the impossibility of presenting the views 
of all the opponents of a particular system in a state- 
ment necessarily general in its character, I am moved 
to acknowledge that I have as hearty approval for the 
body of your article as your justice loving correspond- | 
ent has shown for its spirit, which I believe has his | 
appreval. | 

Passing to the second division of his discourse, ‘‘Fiat 
Justitia’s” praise is doubtless sincere, since he but con- | 
demns himself if he has no praise for one whom he has | 
apparently endorsed. It is hoped that the remarks 
under this head do not constitute a challenge; we are 
all liable to mistakes, and the matter is scarcely im- 
proved by discussion. 

In conclusion your correspondent says, ‘‘It is to be 
hoped that the public are not to be led astray by such 
attacks on their servants; but will, as a matter of 
simple justice, believe that they have been appointed 
because of their ability, integrity, and fitness for their 
positions, wntil it becomes manifest that such is not the 
case.” 

It might be asked who shall judge when this mauifes- 
tation shall appear? and it does not seem to have oc- 
curred to F. J. that the criticism which he so earnestly 
deprecates may have been in fact but the outcome, 
after exhaustive patience, of an observation of repeated 
errors, well marked intolerance aud a growing convic- 
tion that overrated ability was a costly luxury; com 
ment upon which did not necessarily carry with it any 
reflection upon higher athority, since subordinates 
must always be taken more or less upon trust, and it is 
only by experience that some things can be learned. 
Further than this, this paragraph appears to be suffi- 
ciently answered by special orders No. 253, Nov. 9, W. 
D., the contemplation of which may have inspired the 
not altogether appropriate pseudonym of your corres- 
pondent. 

From a standpoint of * self sufficient superficiality,” 
beyond which perhaps I cannot attain, I am not per- 
suaded that ‘‘ Fiat Justitia,” whose honorable motives 
are unquestioned, has bettered matters very much.

“ARMY MOTUAL ALD ASSOCIATION.”

Sir: The attention of the members of the Army Mu- 
tual Aid Association is called to the wording of article 
four of the present constitution; it reads as follows: | 


‘‘ The Constitation and By-laws may be alterel or amend- 
ed by a two-thirds vote of the mambers present or properly 
represented by proxy at an annual meeting of this Associa- 
tion, provided, etc.” 





Many members believed it required two-thirds of all 
the members of the Association to alter the Constitution; 
whereas by reason of the peculiar wording of this 
article, it is seen that a very small number of votes pro- 
portionately to the number of members of the Associa- 
tion, can carry an amendment. The members who 
favor the proposed changes will most probably vote in 
person or by proxy, while, on the contrary, many who 
are opposed will not send a proxy, thinking that if two 
thirds of the members of the Association desire a 
change they are willing that two-thirds should make it. 
But, since by the peculiar wording of the Constitution, 
a small minority might make a change which the great 
majority do not want, it is the duty of all who oppose, 
as of all who favor a change, to vote in person or by 
proxy. 

If article four of the Constitution is affected by the 
last paragraph of section one of article three, it still re- | 
quires but a two-thirds vote of a majority of the mem-| 
bers to alter the Constitution, instead of a two-thirds} 
vote of adi the members of the Association.

SOME NEW BOOKS. 


Aw excellent example of those monograms on the war 
of 1861-5, which will do so much to embalm its real 
history, is furnished in ‘‘Sleeper’s Fourth Massachu- 
setts Battery,” a work written by Mr. J. D. Billings, 
one of the members of the battery, and published by 
Hall and Whiting, Boston. The story is told pictur- 
esquely and clearly, and there is a certain charm in 
reading the adventures of a single organization, without 
having to take the oft-told general history of the war 
along with it. The battery performed admirable ser- 
vice throughout the Virginia campaigns, from the latter 
part of 1862 tc the end of the war. The volume is pub- 
lished in attractive and handsome form. 

From G. Charpentier, Paris, we have received ‘La 
Guerre d’ltulie, 1859,” by Alfred Duquet. This work, 
in paper covers, and published in Paris at only 3fr.50, 
gives an excellent idea of the French campaign in Italy,. 
which was illustrated by the combats of Montebello, 
Palestro, Robeechetto, and Melegnano, and the battles 
of Magenta and Solferino. It contains eight maps of 
nilitary operations, in which the positions of subdivis- 
ions are given with much detail.

THE HERRESHOFF LAUNCHES. 

Broad Arrow, of Nov. 19, says: The series of trials 
during the last week of the steam pinnace purchased 
by the government from the Herreshoff Manufacturing 
Company, of Bristol, R. I, U. 8. A., were conducted 
at Sheerness. The Admiraity have iwo of these pin- 
naces to test, with a view to their introduction into the 
navy. They are 33ft. in extreme length and 8ft. 9in. 
in extreme breadth, with a mean draugbt of 1ft. Tin. 
The displacement is about 9,000 lbs. The weight of 
the vessel, including the machinery, is about 6,000 Ibs. 
The boiler used is Mr. Herreshoff’s patent safety coil 
boiler, by means of which 60 lbs. of steam can be got 
up within six or seven minutes. The engines are of 
the simplest design, being of the compound type. 
There are two cylinders connected at mght angles, as 
this gives the engine more perfect control of the vessel 
as regards stopping, etc. The pinnaccs are supposed to 
carry 1,120ibs. of coal and a small tank to hold the water 
required for the engines, which is comparatively little, 
as the engine is condensing while at work, this being 
accomplished by the steam passing through a pipe 
secured to the bottom of the boat and passing round 
the stern to the boiler again. The trials of the engines 
were very satisfactory, and the conclusion arrived at 
generally is that the vessels are considerably superior to 
the navy piunaces in many respects, and more espe- 
cially in speed; but it is feared that they are not built 
strong enough to carry the torpedo gear and heavy 
weights required in navy pionaces. Mr. Herreshoff, the 
inventor of the pinnace, who is blind, was present at 
the trials. 














Tak Boston Diily Advertiser, had recently an arti- 
cle on ‘ Our Coast Defences,” in which it says: 

To-day we have not ouly no great guns, but our Orduance 
Department confesses, or at least shows by its m‘sfortunes, 
thit it is entirely unable to te!l this nation how t> make a 
tiigle gun of the first order. A nation skilled beyond most 
iu the mechanic arts finds that its mechanical ability has 
been so misdirected in the hands of its trasted officials 
that for the moment it is at a loss t» kaow how to build its 
guns of self-defence. 

The whole matter of the armament of ouc sea-coast has 
been now for some time in charge of the proper congres- 
sional committees, and a year ago last winter Congress, alive 
to the urgency of the situation, yet with due caution in 
initiating a system of defence involving millions of money, 
ceterm‘ned to build four 12-inch rifled guos under an appro- 
priation of $400,000, and divected the Chief of Ordnance, 
Gen. Benét, to determine the style and metal to be used. 
The pian he finiJly adop‘ed was one on which Col, Crispin, 
Chief of Construction, had at the time a patent, and which 
was considered by experts as very valuable to him if used in 
arming the forts. When, therefore, last winter the Chief of 
Ordnanes asked Congress for an additional $400,000 for 
these guns, the Senate, for some reason apparently 
suspicious, appointed a committee of investigation. 
That committee, as appears from ita printed re- 
port now at hand, to say the least, voiced its 
regrets at certain appearances in the selection by a 
series of very sharp que-tions put to Gen. Benét, and Col. 
Crispin only escaped examination by the plea of an invinci- 
ble illness, which kept him in New York, Meanwhile, the 


building of the guns proceeded, and a test was lately made 


of two, as before mentioned. The magnitude of the attend- 
ant disaster will be readily seen in the bald statement that 
one of these guns was shattered at the third round and the 
other at the cigbteenth. As a paper friendly to the enter- 
prise remarks, ** The steel was very bad or the system.” The 
jogic of the event was a telegram from the Ordnance Depart 
ment to all the gun builders, ‘*Stop work.” 

Whatever may be finally found to be the fair responsibility 
of its chief, the Ordnance Department itself caunot be held 
responsible for the failure. The work already done has pro- 
ceeded in the face of the very emphatic and a ad-

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS. 


The Committee on Military Affairs held their first 
meeting of th? session on Tuesday, and reported favor- 
ably to the Senate on the following bills: 8. 3. For re- 
lief of Wm. H. Gil. 8. 4. Placing U. 8S. Grant on 
retired list, with rank of General. 8. 21. For relief of 
D. T. Kirby. These were introduced by Mr. Logan. 
8. 20, by Mr. Sewell, for relief of Herman Bigge. The 
bill concernirg Gen. Grant is as follows: 


To place Ulysses 8 Grant, late General and ex-President 
of the United States, upon the retired list of the Army: Be 
it enacted, etc., That in recognition of the eminent public 
services of Ulysses 8. Grant, late General of the Army, the 
President be, and he hereby is, authorized to nominate and, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint 
bim to the retired list of the Army, with the rank and full 
pay of General of the Army. 


The bill passed the committee by a vote of 5 to 3— 
Senators Logan, Cameron, of Pa.; Sewell, Harrison, 
and Hawley in the affirmative, and Ccckrell, Maxey, 
and Grover in the negative. The bill was placed on the 
calendar, and will be reached in its regular order, per- 
haps early next week. It will undoubtedly be ' 

n the case of Kirby the committee adopt the favora- 
ble report presented by the last Congress, which re 
counts his services and declares that the proceedings of 
the Court-martial by which he was dismissed ‘‘ were not 
approved by the ewe gb nor signed by the 
President.” In the case of Col. Biggs his services are 
recounted and various documents given, which, with 
numerous others in the possession of the committee,

This resolution came up in connection with the 
report of the Congressional Board of Visitors to West 
Point for 1881, presented by Mr. Morrill and referred 
to the Committee on Military Affairs.

MERCHANTMEN AS CRUISERS. 


Tue London Times, of Nov. 18, has an article on the 
Servia and the Naval Reserve, from which it appears 
that the English Admiralty are awake to the necessity 
of providing in time for the ‘‘ next war,” and by secur- 
ing ready-made commerce destroyers, to be on an 
equality with the most favored nation in this respect. 
After describing the vessel, the 7’imes says: 

‘*Tt has been found by experiment that 8 feet of coal 

will stop a shot from a 64-pounder, and that a shell will 
explode harmlessly in farless. The engines and boilers 
of the Servia are surrounded by water-tight compart 
ments, available for the reception of coal 10 feet in 
thickness. This would give complete protection to the 
vital parts of the ship. Besides this, the whole length 
of the vessel is divided by nine water-tight buikheads, 
each of which is to all inteuts and purposes a separate 
ship, provided the doors are closed at the time of dan- 
ger. Contrary to the usual practice, the doors can in 
this case be cioses by a lever on the main deck. The 
ship itself is built of steel, and has a double skin, so that 
were the outer plates broken the ship would still be safe. 
The upper, main, and lower decks are also of steel, 
covered with pine on the upper deck and teak below. 
It is held that both for ordinary safety as well as for 
war purposes, steel will give greater resistance by 
reason of its elasticity than iron in the event of concus- 
sion. It offers one chance more than iron, because it 
will rebound where iron will crack. For transport ser- 
vice the Servia would offer exceptional advantages. 
She has capacity for storing coal enabling her to steam 
22,290 knots without entering a port at arate of 12 
knots per hour, or 17,000 knots at a rate of 14 per hour; 
or, in other words, she could cruise for two or three 
months at a fair speed all the time. It is satisfactory 
to know that the Admiralty has at present a list of up- 
wards of 200 ships, all of which have complied with the 
conditions of the department, so far as construction is 
concerned, though they may not all be as efficient for 
war purposes as the Serva. A large number of others 
are building at the present time in accordance with the 
same rules, and it is anticipated that the Admiralty wi'l 
at an early date secure the use of the majority of them 
in case of necessity. There is, we believe, at presert 
armament for 30 vessels ready for shipment at 24 hours’ 
notice—an armament consisting, so far as ships of the 
character of the Servia ure concerned, of six 64-pound- 
ers and four 40’s, or ten guns with men to work them. 
The British mercantile marine consists now of ten and 
a quarter million tons, four and a half beirg steam and 
five and three-quarters sailing. ‘The whole of the for- 
eiga tonnage amounts to eleven and a half million tons, 
of which two and a half millions are steam and nine 
millions sailing. These figures show very clearly the 
necessity, as well as the opportunity, for procuring fast 
going cruisers for the defence of our mercantile marine, 
and the necessity will be emphasized by the fact that 
the agents of the French, German, and Russian Gov- 
ernments are following in the footsteps of the Admi- 
ralty, aud collecting information as to where ships are 
to be bought in this country that may be turned to ac- 
count as fast-going cruisers, armored, with coal in 
water-tight compartments, and armed with long-range 
guns.” 
A reception was given on board the Servia in New 
York on Monday last, when thousands took occasion to 
visit her. Her engines indicate 10,385 horse power, 
and her trial on the measured mile gave a mean of 
17.629 knots. In a run of 14 miles from the Cloek 
Light to the Cumbrae she ran at a speed of 17.57 knots, 
or about 20 statute miles per hour. The highest speed 
at the measured mile reached a rate of 204 statute mi'es 
per hour. The propeller made 53 revolutions with 
steam at 80 Ibs. pressure out of an available 90 lbs. Her 
great length of 530 feet, with a breath of 52 feet, gave 
her unusual steadiness, and presage a smooth journey 
across the Atlantic. The comfort of the passenger is 
consulted in the Servia by a variety of contrivances, in- 
cluding berths of unusual width, and by the adoption 
of the electric light in the saloons and smoking room as 
well as the engine room and stokehold. 





Tue Army story, ‘ Baby Rue,” from which we; have 
already quoted, gives the following sketch of a young 
officer which is apparently intended to refer to the sub- 
altern days of the senior Major-General of the Army : 

The cry of a horse in the death-agony was the first 
note in the overture of battle; then Buferd's dragoons 
and the infantrymen added volley after volley—a full 
crescendo, through which the trilling whiz of the rifles 
could be heard.

wounded and dead to be carried off. 

All day long the smoke and sound of battle filled the 
air. Many a volley wus wasted as the soldiers on the 
knoll fired at the galloping line, where, from under their 
horses’ necks, the Comaucbes sent arrows that struck 
above the earthworks and whistled through the canvas 
covering of the wagons; rarely a shot was lost that sped 
from the rifles of the men below. 

Blackened with smoke and grimed with powder, all 
day long the boy officer stood by his gun ; et off and 
hat thrown aside, the fair, full throat and round arma 
bared, the damp brown hair brushed hastily back by a 
hand that left powder stains, and eyes ablaze with the 
fire of battle. At noon Leszinksky had offered to re- 
lieve him. 

““O, no! Please, Lieutenant, let me stay, sir. This 
is a splendid little gun, and I like the work. Am I 
firing too fast ?” 

““There is uo fault, Hancock. It is not that. You 
have been as steady and cool asa veteran; but you need 
rest and food.” 

**O, no, sir,; Icould not eat. It’s my first trial, sir— 
my vigil of battle: I must win my spurs fasting. The 
breath of powder kills hunger, except the hunger for 
honor. But, lieutenant, it isa honor to think of the 
lives that go out with the flash of my gun. 

‘‘Ah, my dear young comrcde, you think of that? 
Keep the thought, let it be a fear in your heart; it is 
the only fear a brave man may keep—the fear for his 
eremy, regret for the blood he must spill. That fear, 
side by side with obedience to duty, aud the Christian 
may be a soldier.” 

As the boy looked up at his young commander a soft 
light came into the clear eyes; he held out his hand. 

**Thank you, lieutenant. I understand now what a 
soldier may be. All day I have tried not to think of 
my mother. She isa Christian, and I feared to think 
of her. You see, my blood was hot at first and I was 
glad when a shot told; then as I cooled I saw the re- 
sults—lives were ended: and the thought of my mother 
wasapain. I see now, sir, that duty need not banish 
pity. I thank you forthat; and I thank you forcallivg 
me comrade. It is so much tome to have you say 
that! I have felt so alone cut here in this new way of 
living, I have so missed home people. You see, at ‘the 
Point,’ my classmates were like brothers.”

EXPERIMENTS have recently been made at Gavres, 
Fravce, with armor plates by three different firms— 
Creusot, Chatillon-Commentry, and Terrenoire. Instead 
of the usnal dimensions of 4 square metres, the plates 
were only 1.20 metres square, the members of the com- 
mission being desirous to know if the smallness of the 

lates had any relation to the cracks usual with the 
Ia t plates. The results were as follows: Cruesot: 
Steel plate (hammered). Penetration, 90 millimetres ; 
slight cracks; excellent results. Chatillon-Com- 
mentry: Steel plate. Penetration, 320 millimetres; 

late shattered in eight pieces; bad results. Terrenoire : 

Yompound plate, manufactured without hammering or 
rolling of the steel, the molten steel being poured upon 
ao iron plate. Penetration, 94 millimetres; cracks 
slightly more apparent than in the Creusot plate; good 
results. ‘* The results of these trials,” writes a corre- 
spondent of Jron, ‘‘ are ascertained to be a great victory 
for Creusot. It will be remembered that at the last ex- 
periments, eightecn months ago, the steel plate of 
Creusot behaved so badly that the failure seemed past 
remedy. ‘The compound plate of Messrs. Ch. Cammell 
obtained, on the contrary, a splendid success, and the 
Marine Department accordingly resolved to protect three 
ships with this new product, the Acieries de la Marine, 
Chatillon-Commentry and Messrs. Marrel Freres being 
entrusted with its manufacture. These last trials have 
put a new aspect upon the question. The claim for 
superiority is now undecided between steel and the 
compound plates, but I think the question must be soon 
solved when these last named will be tested.” 

Tne concluding experiments of the new English Ord- 
nance Select Covumittee on the effect of subdued recoil 
and longitudinal strain upon heavy guns, and their 
euipment, were carried out recently at the proof butts 
ia the Government marshes adjacent to the Royal 
Arsenal. The London Times says: ‘‘The results of 
tue experiments prove that a heavy gun may be safely 
fired on board ship or elsewhere without any allowance 
being made tor recoil, which neither increases its liability 
to burst, nor accelerates the face of the shot, although 
it may, and no doubt does, put an extra strain upon the 
trunuions of the gun and the carriage. Indeed, it has 
been shown by the chronoscope that the projectile is on 
the point of leaving the muzzle of the gun, before the 
gun itself shows any disposition to move, the powder 
gases which exercises the same dyvamic pressure upon 
the chamber of the gua as upon the base of the projec- 
tile, facing a way by the passage of least resistance 
before its effects is felt by the heavier mass of metal.” 

Tue new British Military Code has some features 
worth considering. According to the London Zimes, 
one of the manifest improvements made is the reduc- 
tion wf the number, together with an attempt to improve 
the elliciency, of the members constituting a court- 
martial. A general court-martial must still consist of 
pine members at home, and in India, Malta, and Gib- 
raltar and elsewhere of five officers; but five must be 
not under the rank of captain, so that in the former 
case the majority and in tke latter the whole of the 
court will be officers of experience. A district court is 
reduced from seven members to five at home, in India, 
and the Mediterranean stations, and to three elsewhere, 
and each officer must have held a commission for not 
less than two years. The original proposal of the War 
Minister was to make a quorum of three sufficient in 
all district courts-martial, but this wholesome attempt 
of reform was frustrated by, strange to say, a military 
member of the House of Commons, and the above 
arrangement was made as a kind of compromise. For 
a regimental court three officers will suffice in all places 
but each member must have at least a year’s experience 
as an officer. It is manifestly not the number of the 
members, but the aggregate of magisterial experience, 
which is likely to conduce to a satisfactory administra- 
tion of justice, and there can hardly be a necessity for 
bringing together seven or even five officers to settle 
issues and award punishments in cases which 19 times 
out of 20 are of the same simple and ordinary character 
as those disposed of every day by a single magistrate. 
It is now provided that counsel may appear at all gene- 
ral courts-martial at home, and in those held abroad 
under certain conditions, and may address the court 
and examine and cross-examine just as he would at an 
ordinary criminal court. 

Ong hundred fish torpedoes have been fowarded from 
the Schwartzkopf factory to China, in fulfilment of an 
order from the government. Several Spanish officers 
were present at the trial, by invitation of the Chinese 
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ring the present autumn, at £120 each. A commission 
= officers has been appointed to inspect and pass 
them. 
A Lonvon exchange says: The 80-ton gun made at 
Woolwich and the 100-ton gun made at Elswick, on the 
26th October were subjected to a comparative trial by 
the Committee on Ordnance at the proof butts in the 
Government marshes adjoining the Royal Arsenal, 
Woolwich. Both guns were fired alternately with 
Westphalian and Waltham Abbey gunpowder. Both 
powders are prismatic. The charge in every round 
fired was the battering charge of 450 lb. of powder, but 
there was considerable difference in the projectiles, the 
shot of the 80-ton gun weighing 1,760 lb., while that of 
the 100-top gun was a little over 2,000 lb. The results, 
as ascertained by Major Downes, Royal Artillery, in the 
Observatory, were greatly in favor of the English 
powder. For example, the 100-ton weapon, firing the 
German powder, registered a velocity of 1,535 ft. per 
second, with a pressure upon the bore of fourteen tons; 
while with the Waltham Abbey powder it gave a velo- 
city of 1,545 ft. per second, with a pressure of only 
twelve tons to the square inch. The muzzle velocity of 
the 80-ton gun was about 1,580 ft., but the heavier pro- 
jectile, even at less speed, possesses an amount of 
energy and destructive power far beyond that of its 
lighter rival. The experiments were regarded as very 
satisfactory. 
Taroven the United States News Company we have 
received a copy of what we presume must be the 100th 
edition, at least, of John Habbertcn’s very clever 
brochure, ‘* Helen’s Babies.” It is published by T. B. 
Peterson and Bros., of Philadelphia, and in neat paper 
binding retails for half a dollar. 
On Aug. 2 a trial was made of the Woisslaw and 
Baljukewitz system of firing with naphtha residuum on 
board the steamer Kasan. The vessel had on board re- 
presentatives of the Minister of Marine and a number 
of engineers and others interested in the particular sys- 
tem. She made a four hours’ trial on the river Neva, 
and the result was considered 2xtremely satisfactory.— 
Novaya Gaseta. 
Tue recent trials of the new Italian iron-clad Dandolo, 
built at Spezzia, are said to have given the highest 
satisfaction to the Italian naval authorities. 
A REPORT On the discipline and management of the 
arg | prisons, 1880, by Col. Sir E. F. Du Cane, 
K. C. B., R. E., Inspector-General of Military Prisons, 
has been issued, in the form of a Blue Book. The 
prisons devoted to this class of offenders were at Cork, 
Dublin, Gosport, Glencorse, Limerick, and Millbank, 
and they have accommodation for 1,066 prisoners. 
The military prisons in the Colonies are at Barbadoes, 
Bermuda, Gibraltar, Halifax, and Malta, and they have 
accommodation for 111 prisoners. The number of men 
discharged from the army for bad character in 1878 
was 2,470; in 1879, 2,091; and in 1880, 1,826. In 
January, 1880, there were 1,769 military prisoners con- 
fined in jails in Ecgland and Wales, and in December 
the number was 1,676. The figures show a considera- 
ble diminution compared with those of the previous 
year. The prisoners charged with military offences are 
now kept separate from those guilty of civil offences. 
Tus present Czar is not disposed to forgive or forget 
those whose misconduct exposed the Russian soldier to 
so much suffering during the war of 1878. His father 
was inclined to Jet the matter drop, on the ground that 
the mass of corruption was too big to be safely stirred. 
Alexander III., however, entertains a very different 
view of the matter, and has signed an order for the trial 
by Court-martial of Col. Maksheef, the head of the In- 
tendance of the Rustcauck column, which the Emperor 
—then Cesarevitch—himself commanded personally 
during the Russo-Turkish war. The Czar’s action has 
produced quite a flutter among the many guilty officers 
of the Intendance Service, no one knowing whose turn 
may come next.—Broad Arrow. 
A manta of suicides is at present prevalent among 
both officers and men of the Bavarian army. Three 
months ago a cavalry captain at Nymphenburg put a 
bullet through his brains, and a month since the com- 
manding colonel of the 6th Infantry Regiment at Am- 
berg fired a pistol shot into his heart. A few weeks 
ago an artillery lieutenant at Munich and a young lieu- 
tenant of the 14th Infantry at Nurnberg shot themselves 
with pistols, and news has just becn received from 
Vienua that a Bavarian lieutenant-colonel committed 
suicide in a bathing establishment, and at Munich a 
major has just followed this example. At the same 
time suicides are rapidly increasing in number among 
the rank and file. Two night sentinels in the Turks 
harracks at Munich recently shot themselves with their 
rifles, and three sergeants have done the same, respec- 
tively at Nurnberg, Landau, and Ingolstadt. A tele- 
gram from Munich of Nov. 12 states that another officer 
has just committed suicide, from remorse at having en- 
couraged a duel between two hot-headed young officers, 
which resulted in the death of one and the imprison- 
ment of the other for two years. 
Tne Austrian naval authorities have been experi- 
menting with the Hotchkiss gun at Pula. The patentee 
placed two of his weapons at their disposal, one of 47 
millimetre and the other of 37 millimetre calibre. The 
bullets penetrated five plates, each of 24 millimetre in 
thickness (the strength of an ordinary torpedo boat plate), 
and also a boiler plate of 13 millimetre. The shells ex- 
ploded after piercing the first plate, tearing the other 
ones by the force of the explosion. It is believed that 
the result of these trials will be the adoption of the 
Hotchkiss in the Austrian navy, while the penetration 
is such that it must lead to a modification of the present 
system of construction for torpedo boats. --Militar Ze-

THE STATE TROOPS. 


SOME QUESTIONS IN TACTICS. 


Ovr correspondent, Major Wildberger, of the Kentucky 
Military LIostitute, some of whose questions we answered 
last week, asks further (5) as to when the “ stationary guide” 
in wheeling a column of companies into line or the reverse, 
come {o a carry, and whether he inverts his piece. Ob- 
jecting to our previous statement that ‘‘the guide is not 
the yivot,” he quotes from page 83, Tactics, ‘* The guide or 
the pivot,” ete., and says: “ Now the pivot is the point 
about which the turn is made; the guide being on that point 
way be taken for the pivot; he is in fact the axis about 
which the revolution is made.” To this we answer that 
in column of companies, the guide who has been so 
announced, always marches at a ‘‘carry.” Before giving 
the command for wheeling a column of companies into line, 
the guide is announced on the side towards which line is to 
be formed—this is the time he comes to a carry, if not 
already there. Al] wheelings from column into line and the 
reverse are simultaneous movements, which at once settles 
the question of inverting pieces, par. 374 prescribing this 
movement for successive formations only. Upton in par. 
199 defines guide and pivot man as two distinct individuals, 
and his definition hoids good as long as his tactics are 
authority. Our correspondent continues : 

6. I am informed that “ par. 212 may be given at any time 
and with the company at any position on the march,” which 
is clearly incorrect. First, because the movement is solely 
designated to ‘‘ perfect the fours in wheeling,” and it is ab- 
solutely necessary that they should have correct wheeling 
distance, which, for men a the instruction, is best as- 
sured by wheeling from a line and not from column of fours, 
Second, the tactics say, after wheeling ‘round the circle 
severel times,” the commands hait and dress are to begiven ; 
nothing else can conclude the movement then but halt and 
drezs. Now, if in column of fours ‘‘ several times round the 
circle” end degrees) would leave them in column of fours 
still, and the commands to dress would be a /itile out of 
place, wouldn’t they? I take it that ‘‘ round the circle” means 
what it says, and every time round it brings the four to its 
former position. It is clear that this movement should only 
be executed from line and should terminate with halt and 
dres.s 

6. Par. 212 seems to intend that wheeling fours in circle 
should be practiced from line. It being only an elementary 
exercise for perfecting the fours in wheeling the question is 
not very important. We believe that the men could derive 
just as much instruction if the movement were executed 
from column of fours, and no military principle would be 
violated if tho movement were so ordered. 

7. I asked : Is there any such thing in Upton’s Tactics as 
executing the firings ** by the number,” and am informed 
that by par. 8, the instructor ought to command first by the 
numbers. Well, suppose I command it, will you please tell 
me where to count éco for the ‘‘fire by file? Query— 
How many men will it take to do the counting for a medium 
size battalion when “‘ firing by file?” I am also informed 
that in “firing by the numbers” the ‘‘load by the numbers 
does not cease until the instructor so orders :” yet par. 98 says 
the pieces are brought to a ready as eoun as loaded, and 
par. 97 tells how to load without any detailed motions. The 
load of this par. is a different exercise from the load of par. 
92, is begun from a different position, and is never divided 
into motions. There is evidently no such thing as firing 
** by the numbers:” nowhere under the heading ‘‘ 7'he firings” 
will they be found divided into detailed motions. Load from 
carry, and ready alone are divided into detailed motions and 
can be executed ** by the numbers.” 

7. In the answer previously given you in regard to firing 
by the numbers, the term “‘ firings” was used in its generally 
understood sense, that is, loadings and firings combined. 
You cannot fire without loading first. Both are so closely 
connected as to form practically one system, and this system 
is fully elucidated in the Tactics, commencing par. 92. 
This par. and those following it relating to loading and firing 
give plainly all the motions for which numbers are laid down, 
If in instructing you apply those numbers to those move- 
ments for which they are laid down and to no others, 
and keep par. 8 well in mind, we cannot see any occasion for 
going astray. As nowhere in tactics are numbers prescribed 
for firing by file we cannot see any reason for getting into 
an argument on the point. 

8. Iam informed that if marching or dressing intervene 
between movements of the manual, the instructor should 
again announce * by the numbers.” Par. 8 does not say 80; 
it does say, however, that ‘‘all movements divided into 
motions are then executed as explained until he commands 
without the numbers.” 





8. You are correct. The Tactics do not require that on re- 
suming a drill in the manual after interruption by a move- 
ment for which no numbers are laid down, the command 
** by the numbers” be repeated. If, in such a case, you want 
to drill without the numters, the command to that eff ct 
must be given. Under certain circumstances, for in:tince, 
where the interruption has been of Jong duration, it would 
be well to remind the men that they are drilling by the num- 
bers, simply as a cautionary measure. The word ‘should,’ 
in our answer, was used in this sense. 

In concluding, our correspondent says: ‘‘ The efficiency of 
acompany does not depend on such small things, but out 
West our companies desire to conform strictly to the tactics, 
and these questions come upin every competitive drill, of 
which we have a number every year.” Itis for this reason 
that we have given so much space to his inquiries and our 
reply to them.

Tuas Limmrations or Orrice.—A correspondent sends us 
the following, and asks our opinion on the subject: 


To Military Editor of the Boston Globe: 

Dear Ste: An article in the Sunday Herald of the 13th 
inst., headed ‘‘ Legal Authority,” expresses *‘ grave doubts ” 
(from an examination of the laws) of certain militia officers 
now acting, having any legal title or right to act, because 
they were elected over five years ago, under laws which pro- 
vided that they should be elected for five years only, and 
should remain only by a re-election. This is a serious and 
important matter, as should they not be acting in harmony 
and full accord with the civic laws, they will be liable to find 
themselves in trouble in case they undertake to quell a riot 
or tumult, as on such an oceasion any infraction of the law 
by the militia officers would be surely used against them, 
and they should not allow themselves to stand in a position 
to be accused of violating the laws which they are relied 
upon to uphold in its extreme needs, and au officer that 
could do nothing abont a court-martial because of his own 
unlawful position would be in a very unpleasant fix. The 
matter should not be delayed for a tumult to call it in ques- 
tion—for that is no time for its consideration—and to do so 
would seem to be criminal neglect. With the subject matter 
now so prominently agitated iu military circles and before 
the public, it seems to be only a matter of duty and proper 
precaution on the part of His Excellency the Governor to 
either order elections to fill vacancies, or to obtain a decision 
from the Supreme Court as to the lawful standing of said 
ofticers. If the Legislature should change the laws to read 
that all town officers should be e!ected for five years, no one 
would claim that those elected the year previous by the 
towns for one year would have a right to hold such office for 
five years, for if so every right of a town could be cut off, 
and the same holds true with regard to the electors of officers 
in the militia. JUSTICE. 

We do not understand that such a limitation in the term 
of an officer's commission, as is here suggested, necessarily 
relieves him {rom command at its expiration and before he 
is duly discharged. There is a similar limitation in the term 
of service of a non-commissioned officer or soldiers in the 
United States service, but the Articles of War expressly pro- 
vide that ‘‘ he shall not be dismissed the service without a 
discharge in writing.” An analogous question arises in the 
case of Judge Speir, of the Superior Court, New York. The 
law forbids his holding office after reaching a certain age. 
It was claimed that he exercised the functions of his office 
for nearly a year after passing the limit of age. The ques- 
tion arose whether, this being so, his judicial acts after he 
should have ceased to exercise the judicial functions would 
stand. We believe that it was the unanimous opinion of 
lawyers that the courts would sustain acts performed by him 
under the color of a presumed authority.

“Dear Sir :—i beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter relative to the intended competition at Wimbledon, 
England, between a team representative of the English Vol- 
uuateers and one selected from the National Guard of the 
United States. It is universally admitted in Army circles 
that the contests for marksmanship with rifles, which have 
been fashionable of !ate years, have improved the general 
average, snd that is what we consider the most valuable. By 
giving all a chance to compete for the privilege of composing 
the team to go to Wimbledon, you add a new stimulus to the 
National Guard. The same will occur in England; and all 
who are interested in rifle practice on both sides of the water 
will naturally watch with intense interest the final struggle 
for supremacy at Wimbledon. All I can say, or should say, 
is, that it is plucky for the National Guard to dare such a 
test, and that Iam sure the best will win. With great re- 
spect, most truly, etc.,

In regard to this match the London Volunteer Service Ga- 
zette says: ‘‘It ‘goes without saying,’ we are sure, that if 
the American officers can orgunize a military team, we shall 
only be too glad to see them over here, and will do our best 
to give them a hearty welcome and a sound beating to boot, 
There are always difficulties about arranging ‘any rifle’ 
matches, but a military team accredited by the American 
N. R. A. will find as many opponents as it may please them 
to select. But the picked team of the United States must be 
met by a picked team of the United Kingdom, and we may 
be very sure, from what we know of the American character, 
and from our experience of the ‘any rifle’ matches, that 
when a military team is sent out it will be so strong and so 
well drilled and organized that our Volunteers will have hard 
work to subdue them.” 

In a letter to the Volunteer Service Gazette, of London, 
Mr. Herbert P. Miller, in order that the match may be one 
e men rather than of rifles, makes the following proposi- 

ions : : 

**Proposal 1. As the match will most likely be shot at 
Wimbledon this year, that both teams use the regulation ser- 
vice rifle of the United States National Guard ; the Ameri- 
cans to send over the required number of rifles for the use 
of our team, with as much ammunition as may be thought 
necessary—taking care, of course, that the rifles reached 
here in time for plenty of practice. As the return match 
will be shot in America, we undertake, at the proper time, to 
send over Regulation Martini-Henry rifles for the use of the 
Americans, both teams using that riflein America. No doubt 
the N. R. A., or some other body or person, would hold 
themselves responsible for the safe return of the rifles. 

‘Proposal 2. Let each team shoot over the ranges and 
then exchange rifles, and go over the course again, taking 
the aggregate scores made in the heats. This plan would, 
same as proposal 1, require an exchange of rifles beforehand, 
in order that both teams might understand both rifles. 
There would, of course, be many other details to settle, but 
the cardinal point should be to sec that both teams shoot 
vel as regards rifles,”

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GovERNoR CoRNELL’s PLAN oF CoNSsOLIDATION.—T 1¢ re- 
port that Governor Cornell intends consolidating t vo re si- 
ments at Buffalo has stirred up military men there, anda 
delegation visited Albany a day or two ago, but went home 
without learning anything satisfactory. An article in the 
Buffalo Courier says: ‘* The Governor's position is this: He 
believes, or assumes to believe, that there are too many sol- 
diers in the State, and that the organizations to which they 
belong are drawing too much money from the State Trea- 
sury. Governor Cornell has made up his mind to cut down 
at every point where such a thing is possible, so that thero 
shall be only three divisions in the whole State instead of 
six. He wants to consolidate the present 1st and 24 Divi- 
sions, located in New York and Kings county, respectively; 
to unite into one division all the regiments and batteries 
which he shall leave standing from Harlem Bridge to Syra- 
cuse, and to make a single division of all the forces west of 
Syracuse, This would throw out Maj.-Gen. Jourdan of 
Brooklyn, as Major-General Shaler of the present 1st Divi- 
sion is the senior officer. It would likewise wipe out Major 
General Husted of the 5th Division, and Major-General D. 
P. Wood of the 6th Division, together with a considerable 
share of their military following. The major-generals who 
would be retained by virtue of seniority are Alexander 
Shaler, Joseph B. Carr, and William F. Rogers. The Gov- 
ernor wishes to squeeze out of existence at least three regi- 
ments in New York and Brooklyn, one in Albany or Troy, 
one in Buffalo, and every separate company in the whole 
State.”

F. Rogers, 8th Division; Lieut. Col. W. G. Wilson, 12th regi 
ment; Major D. B. Williamson, 3d Brigade; Capt. H. W. 
Linderman, Battery M; Capt. Chas. E. Bridge, 11th Brigade, 
and Adjt. G. A. Lewis, 65th regiment, a majority of the exe- 
cutive committee, held a meeting, at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, on Tuesday afternoon, December 13. The meeting 
was called to order by General Rogers, and it was decided 
that the next annual meeting of the association should be 
held at Albany, on Tuesday and Wednesday, Jan. 24 and 25, 
1882. It was urged that an earlier day should be selected, but 
the fact that it was extremely doubtful that the military 
committees of the Legislature would be announced before 
the close of the second week in January, decided the com- 
mittee on this day. General Rogers spoke of his opening 
address and the general subjects to be presented to the con- 
vention for discussion, and as the adjutant general had dis- 
tributed broadcast copies of the proposed military code, and 
as therefore every officer in the State had become familiar 
with its terms, and vould no doubt be prepared to express 
their views on the changes, it was decided that the gen eral 
work of the convention of 1882 should be a discussion on 
the new code, On motion of Major Williamson, the secre- 
tary was instructed to procure a su‘table badge—a bronze 
medal—for the use of the members of the convention, the 
delegates to pay forsame. The auditing committee passed 
on a number of bills, and the meeting adjourned. 


In Massachusetts the membership of the Grand Army has 
been increased during last year by 2,200. In Ohio the num- 
ber of posts at present is 160, with over 8,000 members. At 
the beginning of the year there were only 1,900 members, 
and less than 40 posts. In Kansas, since July 1, 25 posts 
have been gained.

_ Fourteenta New Yorx—Cou. J. McLeer.—The 14th was 
inspected by Major-Gen. Jourdan, commanding 2d Division, 
ou Friday night, Dec. 9. At 8 p.m. adjutant’s call was 
sounded, the band started a lively march, the companies 
marched into the hall, and line was formed without delay. 
The men wore gray oversoats, haversicka and canteens, and 
redcaps. When the adjutant reported, the battalion, about 
350 (otticers and men), including band and dram corps, were 
present. After the companies had arrived on the line they 
all presented fronts steady enough, but during roll call in 
the company rooms great lack of discipline was apparent. 
There was cutting up. talking, gaping about, want of uni- 
formity in holding the pieces, and various other shortcom- 
ings, which rendered the appearance of the companies any- 
thing but military and soldierly. Steps should be taken to 
put a stop to all this sort of thing without dolay. 

Gen. Jourdan, accompanied by his staff, took the stand, 
the ranks were opened, and after the inspector had passed 
through the ranks of the battalion, it was marched in review. 
As at the inspections of other regiments, we noticed consider- 
able difference in the size of the companies—the smallest 
one had only eight files front. The alignments and distances 
during the march in review were kept with reasonable pre- 
cision by some of the foremost companies; towards the rear 
there was a gradual falling off in this respect. The worst 
alignments and marching were iu the smallest company. In 
several companies men were in ranks without overcoats, 
The drill after marching in review was short. Daring the 
march in column of fours there were several instances where 
distances between the different fours were insuilicient; in 
some cases the companies marched too closely on the heels 
or their guides; in others, diatance between the pene 
company and the guide of the next was entirely large. 
Sach things might, with a little care and. attention, 
avoided in drilling in a hall where the floor is even and every 
man acquainted with every inch of the ground. During the 
manual we noticed one excellent ‘* present” and one bad 
‘‘right shoulder;” the other movements were only fair. 
After this the regiment was prepared for inspection of arms. 
When tke command “order arms” was given, several men 
in the rear companies seemed to take this as u signal to take 
attitudes.of freedom and ease, without waiting for the com- 
mand ‘‘in place rest.” Had the previous performance of the 
night been perfection itself, this would have marred all the 
effect. Company commanders should keep a sharp lookout 
to prevent breaches of discipline of this sort. Gen. Jourdan 
inspected the arms and accoutrements minutely, and 
seemed to be satisfied with their condition. The color d 
should prepare themselves for any future exhibition of this 
kind by practicing “inspection of arms” and ‘‘ open boxes." 
The band during the inspection furnished excellent music. 

Having thus frankly pointed out such defects as came 
under our notice, it would be unjust to close this article 
without mentioning a fact which, 1n our opinion, furnishes 
the best illustration of the fighting qualities of the 14th 
without further comment, and for which probably no paral- 
lel can be found in any other regiment of the National 
Guard. We noticed that five officers (Col. McLeer, Lieut.- 
Col. Schurig, Adjt. Colbridge, and two of the captains) 
wore empty sleeves. 

Judge-Advocate Lamb, recently appointed, accompanied 
Gen. Jourdan on this night for the first time. 





SeventH New Yorx.—Cou. Emmons Cuark.—On Thurs- 
day evening, Dec. 8, the 2d and 9th compan:es were drilled 
at tbe armory by their captains, Steele and Casey. Both 
companies presented fronts of medium size. We cannot 
give all the movements in detail and the succession in which 
they were performed, as through the desire to “take in" 
what was done by both companies we had to lose track now 
and then of what was going on at the other end of the room. 
Still we managed to get a good general idea of the ‘orm- 
ance of both companies. Both went through about the 
same movements. The evolutions consisted in marching in 
company front and wheelings in single and double rank, 
marching in columu of fours, twos, an le files, forming 
column of twos and files from column of fours and the re- 
verse, marching to the rear in line, obliquing in column and 
line, forming on right and left into line, and front into line, 
etc., etc., and concluded by the manual of arms in both 
companies. Admirable discipline was kept throughout the 
whole drill. We regret to state that no wheel or march in 
company front was executed in perfect shape during the 
whole evening. Gaps and the subsequent crowdiaz would 
continually eccur, aud the lines were wavering all the time. 
This was probably due tu the presence in the ranks of each 
company of several inexperienced members who had not yet 
received sufficient practice to be perfectly steady in march- 
ing. On the contrary, the evolutions in column of fours, in 
obliquing, etc., were excellently performed. Distances and 
the cadence and length of step were perfect. The halt and 
face to the front after obliquing could not be better per- 
forme]. On the right or left, and front into line, were 
generally gone through in good shape. Ia the “ front into 
line ” the fours should simply oblique, preserving their front 
parallel with the line to be formed, and not make two half 
wheels, as in taking intervals in skirmish drill, Distance 
was lost in forming column of files and in changing direction, 
when marching in that formation, in the rear parts of the 
companies. Yet, wherever errors occurred, whether in 
wheeling, marching in company front or in column, od 
were always immediately corrected without the least possib! 
confusion, which showed that each man in the ranks was 
doing his best and trying to make the whole a success, 
When the marching was concluded the 9th company in sin- 
gle rank proceeded to the manual, having first wheeled the 
2d platoon to the right so as to bring it perpendicular to the 
lst, which, by the way, was the worst performed movement 
of the whole evening. The manual by the numbers which 
then took place was executed in first class style. We could 
not find fault with a single motion. The fix and unfix bayo- 
net, especially, could not be better performed. There is ex- 
cellent material in these two companies, and with a little 
practice they will soon correct the defects pointed out in 


this article.

ANSWERS TO CORRESPONDENTS. 


CavaLryman asks: Will you oblige us very much by in- 
forming us through the columns of the Journan what we 
are required to accomplish at our regular target work in 
order that we may be rated marksmen? Existing orders and 
regulations are variously interpreted. Col. Laidley, in a 
letter to Capt. Chaffee, 6th Civalry, of date Jan. 8, 1881, 
says: ‘* He shall have so improved that he was able to make 
two scores of five shots each within one month of each other, 
80 per cent. of the maximum possible at 20) yards.” From 
this we understand that firing five shots every week (twenty 
shots per month), a man qualifies so far as the 200 yards 
range is concerned, provided he shall score 80 per cent. the 
first week, and 80 per cent. again cn the fourth week, 





th | although he has failed at the two intermediate weekly prac- 


tices. The two scores of 80 per cent. are within one month 
of each other as required. War Department General Orders 
No. 43 is dated May 9, four months later, and reads: ‘‘ Any 
two scores of tive consecutive shots each at the same range 
during the year.” From this we understand that provided a 
man shall make a score of 80 per cent. in five consecutive 
shots on Nov. 1, and another score of 80 per cent. in five 
consecutive shots six or eight months later, having failed to 
come up to the required percentage at his regular practices 
during the intermediate months, still he has qualified as 
marksman at that range, the two scores of 80 per cent. 
having been made during the year. This last interpretation 
is adopted at this post, although some officers are of the 
opinion that the order intends that the scores shall be con- 
secutive, That is to say that the two scores shall be entirely 
independent, tke one of the other, nevertheless consecutive. 
This last opinion is based upon the fact that in War Dept. 
G. O. No. 45, of date May 11, 1881, it is particularly stated 
that in the contest fur the Nevada trophy two consecutive 
scores of five shots each will be taken as representing the 
best score of each man's firing. ANSwER.—Existing orders 
and regulations do not require that the two scores of five 
shots each for qualification of marksmen shall be consecu- 
tive. In the competitions for the Nevada trophy the General 
of the —7 has decided in answer to an inquiry from an 
Officer of the Army, that G. O. 43, of May 9, 1881, does not 
apply. The interpretation at your post of that order is 
therefore correct. 

J. W. OC. asks: If since 1860 it has been proper to enlist 
men in the Regular Army or in the U. 8. Volunteer service 
as non-commissioned officers, or aro they always enrolled as 
privates? Answer.—In the Regular Army a person enlists 
as private, although promotion may immediately follow. In 
the Volunteer servico the practice was a little different, 
although technically the same. 


A Sotprer asks : Is there an order prohibiting post sutlers 
from selling distilled drinks? Does it take effect in some 
places? ANswer.—Thore is such an order. It is general, 
and applies to all military posts and stations. 

Fort Concno asks : If a soldier discharged from the Army 
can re-eulist in the naval service? ANswer.—If discharged 
with good character he would doubtless be enlisted in the 
naval service, and if made within prescribed limits his ser- 
vice in the Army would count for service pay in the former. 
MAXWELL says: In paragraph 107, Upton’s Tactics, it is 
provided that the rear rank men shall ‘“‘ bring down their 
| ae to the left of the front rank men,” etc. To fira 

neeling, the latter part of par. 110 says: ‘In firing 
obliquely the rear rank men aim through the same intervals 
as when standing,” etc. Do you urderstand from this that 
in firing kneeling the rear rank men aim over the left 
shoulder of their front rank men?
